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Campus services facilitate student life at Agnes Scott College

Agnes Scott students have a large number 
of available campus services. The staff mem- 
bers who provide these services help students 
with everything from getting new shower cur- 
tains to getting into graduate school. 

The Office of the Registrar aids students 
with nearly all academic-related issues. The 
office is open 8:30 a.m.-4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. It is located on the first floor 
of Buttrick Hall. Services provided by 
Registrar Nancy Albert include creating and 
maintaining course schedules, collecting stu- 
dents’ course requests, and gathering and 
recording grades at the end of each semester. 

The registrar also facilitates with 
academic matters that are not strictly course- 
related. The office keeps a file on each stu- 
dent that contains information about that stu- 
dent, such as her address, major, and faculty 
adviser. In addition, students who need a 
transcript or proof of attendance should see 
the registrar. 

Residential students deal frequently with 
the Office of Residence Life. Located in 
Alston Campus Center, room 212, the office 
operates 8:30 a.m.-4:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. Residence life chooses rooms and 
roommates for first-year students and coordi- 


New roofs for 
three buildings

Students walking across campus may 
have noticed the construction occuring at 
Buttrick Hall, Presser Hall, and the Dana Fine 
Arts Building. Workers are replacing the 
roofs of these three buildings due to “dripping 
leaks,” Jim Boynton, a staff member in the 
Office of Business and Finance, said. 

The project began in May. Work on 
Dana should be complete in early September. 
Work on Presser and Buttrick should end by 
November. The Agnes Scott Board of 
Trustees allotted $2.2 million to pay for the 
work. 

Boynton expressed pleasure about the 
repairs. “It will be good getting the buildings 
fixed up,” he said. 

In addition to the roof replacements, the 
old, rusting gutter drains on Buttrick and 
Presser Halls have been replaced by copper 
pipes, which originally lay on the buildings. 
These maintenance projects will ensure a 
pleasant educational environment at Agnes 
Scott, come rain or shine. 


nates the room selection process for upper- 
classwomen. This office also directs check- 
in, break closings, end-of-the-year closing of 
the residence halls, and handles the distribu- 
tion of residence hall and room keys. 

Residence life offers many services to 
residential students as well. The office hires 
and trains the student Residence Life Staff. 
The staff consists of Resident Assistants on 
each floor of a residence hall and one 
Resident Director per building. With the aid 
of these students, residence life plans pro- 
grams for the residence halls, attempts to 
resolve roommate conflicts, and helps with 
emergency response. Residence life is also 
responsible for reporting building problems to 
facilities, the office in charge of maintenance. 
“We’re the liaison between the residential 
students and the Office of Facilities,” said 
Mac Pitts, assistant dean of students and 
director of residence life. 

The Office of Career Planning helps stu- 
dents to make choices about their lives after 
graduation. Open Monday through Friday 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Career Planning 
is located in Alston 222. Catherine Neiner is 
the director of career planning, and Dr. Gail 
Bell, assistant director of career planning, is 
the graduate.school advisor. 

Career planning offers many resources to 
students. The Career Resource Library, also 
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located in Alston 222, is available to students 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. This 
library contains information about various 
careers, job listings, and graduate schools and 
their entrance exams. Career planning also 
distributes the Strong Interest Inventory, a test 
that measures a student’s interest in various 
fields. In addition, the office coordinates the 
not-for-credit internship program, organizes 
Career Observation Days, on which a student 
can spend a day accompanying a professional 
in her desired field; and arranges Externship 
Week, during which a student can work in a 
certain field for a week before committing 
herself to a semester-long internship. 

This year, career planning and the 
Writing Center will hold two résumé clinics. 
The first will take place 11:30 a.m.-2:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, Oct. 21. The second will occur 5-6 
p.m. Wednesday, Oct. 22. Both clinics will be 
held in Evans Dining Hall. 

“This will be an opportunity for a stu- 
dent to have her résumé evaluated by a 
trained tutor, and we would like to see every 
student at the résumé clinic,” Neiner said. 

The registrar, residence life, and career 
planning are just three of the many helpful 
campus departments available to Agnes Scott 
students.

Revisiting the 
Holocaust and the 
German Opera

Many Agnes Scott students study 
abroad. While some women choose to partic- 
ipate in traditional programs, many partici- 
pate ina two- to three-week faculty-led expe- 
rience, the Global Awareness and Global 
Connections programs. The following is an 
account of one day during a G. C. trip to 
Germany and Poland in May. 

This summer I, along with 12 other 
Scotties and Kathy Kennedy, Charles A. Dana 
Professor of History, and Ingrid Wieshofer, 
professor of German, spent two and a half 
weeks exploring the Holocaust in Germany 
and Poland. 

Before going on our fantastic voyage, 
we applied for the program and spent the 
spring semester preparing for the trip. 
Luckily, Agnes Scott helped out by paying for 
a good chunk of the trip. This allowed us to 
spend our money on gifts, food and entertain- 
ment. 

When we arrived in Berlin, a guide 
met us and took us to our hotel, Hansablick, 
close to the center of town. This hotel provid- 
ed an excellent breakfast and had an enter- 
taining staff, who though a bit confused about 
the room arrangements provided service with 
a smile. 

During one typical day, we combined 
a trip to our first concentration camp, 
Sachsenhausen, on the outskirts of Berlin, 
with an evening at the opera. Sachsenhausen 
had a variety of memorials. The newer, more 
accurate memorials were built after the fall of 
U.S.S.R. in the 1990’s. The old Communism 
memorialized fallen comrades instead of 
Jews, gypsies, and others who suffered under 
the Nazi political machine. An old Soviet 
monument still in existence rose a couple sto- 
ries high, remembering fallen Communist 
prisoners and typifying the Communist 
memorials that we ran in to during our trip. 

At the camp, we walked at our own 
pace and met up afterwards for a free 
lunch/dinner break. We then readied our- 
selves for our night at the opera. We received 
tickets for the last row, but it afforded a good 
view of most of the stage. The opera was by 
Mozart, and a mini guide to the story helped 
us follow along. 

After the opera ended, we relaxed or 
wrote in our trip journals at the hotel. The 
hotel included a T.V., and German MTV 
entertained some of us. I went to bed looking 
forward to another long day of exploration 
and learning.

battles viruses

This year's orientation and registration 
were fraught with computer network problems. 
Most students were aware of the lack of 
Internet access and e-mailing, but many were 
not aware of the difficult and tedious hours 
spent fixing the problems behind the scenes. 

Although Information Technology 
Services (ITS) has now been able to get the 
problems with virus infiltration under control, 
precautions must continue to be taken by all 
students, faculty, and staff when utilizing the 
campus Internet system. 

Three viruses were responsible for all 
of Agnes Scott's Internet problems. 
W32.Sobig.F@mm, W32.Blaster.Worm, and 
W32.Welchia.worms are viruses that use their 
specific coding to enter a computer and take 
advantage of the weaknesses within an operat- 
ing system. Sobig.F is contracted through e- 
mail, while the Blaster and Welchia worms are 
contracted through simply opening Web pages. 
Often times, these viruses can be received from 
recognized users, and for this reason, ITS has 
had to block files with endings .gif, .jpeg, .scr, 
and .exe because these files can easily hide 
viruses. 

Despite common beliefs regarding 
alternate operating systems, Macintosh and 
Lennix operating systems are just as vulnerable 
as Microsoft operating systems to viruses, but 
with 98 percent of the world's market running 
on Microsoft-based machinery, hackers are 
more likely to spend their time formulating 
viruses to specifically attack Windows opera- 
tions. 

Doug Talbott, lead support services 
specialist, said the ITS staff appreciates every- 
one's patience throughout the reconstructive 
process of getting Agnes Scott back online and 
virus free, With over 1,400 computers on cam- 
pus, a schedule of the order in which residence 
halls will be configured has been made and is 
posted on the ITS website, located on the 
Intranet. 

ITS is working diligently to bring 
Internet and Intranet resources to students as 
quickly as possible, but the process of config- 
uring each computer is time consuming. Each 
computer must have Norton Anti-Virus 
installed and updated in addition to scanning 
hard drives for pre-existing viruses and having 
preventative patches installed. 

"It is extremely important to update 


your Norton Anti-Virus weekly in order to 
keep new viruses from infecting your computer 
and thus bringing the entire Agnes Scott sys- 
tem to a halt," said Talbott. 

Mark Bishop, Agnes Scott's network 
administrator, stressed that ITS is doing all 
within its capabilities to purge the system of 
viruses such as Sobig.F. 

"It only took one minute for a virus to 
spread from one residential campus computer 
to three new vulnerable laptops on the other 
side of the campus," Bishop said.

vigilant to keep viruses out of the network. 

To protect your computer and the 
College's network system, it is important to 
update Norton Antivirus and scan the comput- 
er's hard drive once a week. Before opening a 
file from a diskette or CD, it is wise to scan the 
files through Norton's Symantec Security scan- 
ning option. 

Chris Cannon, network technician, rec- 
ommends that students avoid opening any sort 
of attachment. 

Following ITS's advice could save the 
campus from another detour to proper network 
functioning. Please continue to check on the 
ITS website and http:// www.symantec.org for 
further updates on viruses.

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Supreme Court weighs in on affirmative 


action

On June 23, the Supreme Court decided two 
cases, Gratz v. Bollinger and Grutter v. 
Bollinger, that questioned the role of affirma- 
tive action in admissions decisions at the 
University of Michigan. Although the Court 
rejected the particular system described in 
Gratz, its decision in Grutter upheld less dis- 
criminatory forms of affirmative action. These 
decisions have inspired debate about affirma- 
tive action, both at Agnes Scott College and 
throughout the country. 

The Court's decision in Gratz v. Bollinger 
limited the forms affirmative action can legally 
take. The University of Michigan's College of 
Literature, Science, and the Arts used an admis- 
sions policy that employed a point system, with 
100 points guaranteeing admission to the pro- 
gram. The university automatically awarded 20 
points to any African-American, Hispanic, or 
Native American applicant. The Caucasian 
plaintiffs argued that this policy denied them 
equal protection under the law, as guaranteed 
by the Equal Protection Clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution. 

As a result, the Supreme Court found the 
policy to be unconstitutional. Basing his argu- 
ments on the case Regents of the University of 
California v. Bakke, Chief Justice William H. 


Agnes Scott wins the ranking

When U.S. News and World Report, 
publisher of America's most well-known and 
high-profile college guide, released its annual 
rankings, Agnes Scott was ranked in the first 
tier of liberal arts colleges. The College was 
rated number 50, the best women's college in 
the Southeast, and Georgia's best liberal arts 
college. The number 50 spot, which is shared 
with Wabash College in Indiana, marks a tran- 
sition from the "second tier" (those ranked 53- 
112) to the "top tier" of liberal arts colleges. 

The U.S. News and World Report rank- 
ings are based on a myriad of factors. The 
most important factor, peer assessment, is 
based on the assessment of a college's academ- 
ic program from administrators at other col- 
leges. Agnes Scott received a 3.2 (out of ss5) 
in this category. Other major factors include 


Rehnquist argued that the University of 
Michigan did not consider each applicant as an 
individual. He claimed that any system that 
awards substantial points to an applicant based 
solely on race violates the Equal Protection 
Clause. Justices O'Connor, Scalia, Kennedy, 
and Thomas joined Rehnquist's opinion. In 
addition, Justices Thomas and Breyer wrote 
concurring opinions, but Justices Ginsburg, 
Souter, and Stevens dissented. 

In contrast, the Court upheld the affirma- 
tive action program contested in Grutter v. 
Bollinger. Barbara Grutter, a Caucasian appli- 
cant to the University of Michigan's law school, 
was denied admission and subsequently sued 
under the Equal Protection Clause. In this case, 
general diversity was a goal of the admissions 
staff, with an emphasis on the same three 
groups favored in the undergraduate admissions 
policy, but no quota or point system was in 
place. The law school defended its policy on 
the grounds that diversity improves the quality 
of education for minority and non-minority stu- 
dents. 

Again basing their decision on Justice 
Powell's opinion in Bakke, the Court found that 
promoting diversity is a legal reason for affir- 
mative action, as long as two conditions are 
satisfied. First, the policy must consider each 
student on his or her merits. Second, there 
must be a time limit to the policy; it cannot 


retention (the freshman retention rate was 
reported at 79% and six-year graduation rate at 
72%), and faculty resources (U.S. News com- 
piled the College's ranking in this category at 
36). More minor factors are student selectivity 
(Agnes Scott is ranked 74th), financial 
resources (ranked 17), and the alumnae giving 
rate (46%). 

Agnes Scott is one of seven women's 
colleges in the top tier of liberal arts colleges. 
Others are Wellesley College (tied at #4), Smith 
College (tied at #15), Bryn Mawr College (tied 
at #17), Mount Holyoke College (tied at #25), 
Scripps College (tied at #34), and Barnard 
College (tied at #38). 

It is also one of seven Southeastern lib- 
eral arts colleges, the others being Davidson 
College (tied at #7), Washington and Lee 
University (tied at #12), University of the 
South (#33), Furman University (tied at #42), 
Centre College, and Rhodes College (both tied 


continue indefinitely. The Court held that the 
law school's commitment to admitting qualified 
students and its desire to find a race-neutral 
method satisfied these two conditions. 

Within the Agnes Scott community, stu- 
dents disagree about the value of programs that 
consider race. Some students feel that affirma- 
tive action improves opportunities for women 
and minorities. 

"Since they didn't strike down affirmative 
action in the whole country I'm okay with it," 
said Kherra Bennett '06. "However, this case 
serves as a precedent for future cases about the 
controversy surrounding affirmative action. In 
my opinion, not only does [affirmative action] 
help minority women achieve higher goals, but 
it also helps women of all races seek better 
opportunities in the workplace and to let our 
voices be heard.” 

Other students question the ability of affir- 
mative action to abolish discrimination. 

"I definitely understand the reason for affir- 
mative action, because discrimination is unfair, 
obviously," said Hilary Mason '06. "If we want 
to end discrimination, then everyone should be 
on a level playing field. No one should get 
more points for doing something equally as 
well as someone else, because that's promoting 
discrimination. I think that there are better 
ways of dealing with discrimination than affir- 
mative action."

The top-ranked liberal arts college was 
Williams College, followed by Amherst 
College, and Swarthmore College. 

The annual lists are the most popular 
and best-selling college guide, and are used by 
some students, parents, and guidance coun- 
selors to gauge the academic quality and pres- 
tige of a particular school. College administra- 
tors are hoping that the new ranking will 
increase national visibility among perspective 
students and will lead toa an increase in applica- 
tions. 

Even though some aude are excited 
about what this new ranking means for Agnes 
Scott, others aren't. 

"Although the status of a ‘name school’ 
is nice for some people, it seemed to me that a 
lot of those schools were overrated,” said Jina 
Kim ’07. “Even though I did use a guide in my 
college search, Agnes Scott is an excellent 
school, regardless of its ranking.”

Don't you just hate art punk? Inscrutable 
lyrics, ultra-hip clothes, and bizarre stage antics are 
not the pinnacle of music to me. And what really 
makes me mad is how once you start listening to it, 
everything else just sounds... simple. 

This can definitely be said for Dischord's latest 
export, Q and Not U. Never again can I truly enjoy 
power chords and straightforward lyrics. Q and Not U 
have gotten me hooked on their smart, strange style. 

From the label started by punk legend Ian 
MacKaye, it has become second nature to expect a lit- 
tle more in terms of attitude, and a lot more in terms 
of brains. MacKaye's band Fugazi widened the punk 
horizon in the 80s by being unapologetically political 
while rocking the hard-to-please D.C. scenesters with 
a choppy, razor-quick guitar and vocal style that put 
the other snotty punks to shame. Q and Not U owes a 
lot to Fugazi, and other Dischord bands such as 
Shudder To Think, but the reason this band is winning 
over loyal Dischord fans as well as the indie rock 
crowd is their ability to combine these time-tested ele- 
ments with new techniques that sound relevant to the 
modern listener. 

On their first CD, Kill No Beep-Beep, the 
disco-style beats on the first song set the pace for the 
rest of the album. It's a party album that talks about 
burning buildings. In their best song, "Hooray for 
Humans," the shredded guitar is interrupted for a 
moment by the cheerleader chant "D-O-W-N and that's 
the way we get down!" It is this tongue-and cheek 
approach that makes the album great. 

Their second, and much mellower release, 
Different Damage, seeks to rock you soft-core. With 
the exception of songs like "So Many Animal Calls," 
this album is all about experimental beats and testing 
their vocal abilities. It works on most songs, particu- 
larly the first, "Soft Pyramids," which uses chimes and 
a recorder to make it perfectly unclassifiable.

Students looking to fulfill their physical 
education requirement or students who are just 
looking to get physical should have definitely 
signed up for the self-defense class taught by 
Professor Lorne Coleman. Professor Coleman 
created the curriculum for the self-defense class 
based on the program ESCAPE that he founded 
in 1990. The class teaches women how to 
defend themselves based on a triangle of three 
important principals and instruction from 
success stories of other previously victimized 
women. 

The large female self-defense move- 
ment that took place during 1960 through 1970 
heavily influences Coleman's philosophy. The 
triangle instills the principals of awareness, 
intuition, and boundary setting, and the pro- 
gram is taught through success stories of other 
women. 

"Collections of women's success stories 
go out of print very quickly. At ESCAPE we 
recognize the importance of women's personal 
experiences as the only truth we have," said 
Coleman. 

Other self-defense programs are based 


on criminal profiling, law enforcement tech- 
niques and statistics. According to ESCAPE 
philosophy, these statistics are worded in ways 
that do not hold men accountable for their 
actions. In his article, published in Self 
Defense for Women magazine, Coleman reeval- 
uated some of these facts. 

"According to the latest crime statistics, 
one out of every four women will be targeted 
for sexual assault, and a woman is beaten every 
nine seconds. Let's state the truth more clearly: 
American men rape one out of every four 
American women. A man beats a woman 
every nine seconds in this country," writes 
Coleman. 

The fact that ESCAPE acknowledges 
men's violence against women also differenti- 
ates them from other self defense programs. 
"Society continuously makes men's violence 
against women the woman's problem. The 
same myths continue from high school to col- 
lege through to middle-aged men," said 
Coleman. 

ESCAPE believes that society does not 
hold men accountable for their crimes against 
women. 

"Men give politically-correct lip service 
to justice and equality for women. In day-to- 


Meet French Professor Philip Ojo

The Agnes Scott College French 
department has welcomed a new addition, Dr. 
Philip Ojo, for the 2003-2004 academic year. 
Dr. Ojo is originally from Nigeria, and is cur- 
rently teaching two sections of intermediate 
French and an upper-level survey of 
Francophone literature course. 

Ojo has only been in the United States 
since 1998. He began his academic career as 
an undergraduate at the University of Ibaden in 
West Africa. During his time at the University 
of Ibaden, Dr. Ojo had the pleasure of also tak- 
ing Classes at the University of Lome in Togo, 
and the University of Caen in France. He 
eventually completed a bachelor's degree in 
French and a Master's degree in French studies, 
specializing in translation from the University 
of Ibaden, even though his original plan was to 
study economics. 

Before coming to the United States, Dr. 
Ojo taught for five years at the Nigerian Inter- 
University Center for French Studies in Lagos, 
which gave him significant teaching experience 
in French. After leaving Nigeria, Ojo came to 
the United States to pursue a Ph.D. at the 
University of Oregon. Ojo eventually received 


his Ph.D. in romance 
languages, specializ- 
ing in Francophone, 
Caribbean, and Sub-  # 
Saharan African litera- 
ture. 

Dr. Ojo says | 
that he was interested } 
in teaching at Agnes 
Scott because of "the 
diversity of the stu- 
dent population, location of the colleg 
emphasis on liberal arts." 

He was also very impressed with the mission 
statement of the College and its emphasis on 
honor and virtue. 

So far, Dr. Ojo likes his Agnes Scott 
experience. "The students, faculty, and staff are 
wonderful,” he said. 

He has, however, noticed some key dif- 
ferences between teaching in Nigeria and in the 
United States. Ojo believes that teachers in 
Nigeria have a greater control over the class 
that they are teaching, whereas in America, stu- 
dents seem to dictate control of the class. Also, 
students in the United States are free to say 
whatever they feel, and this is many times not 
the case in Nigeria. 

Dr. Ojo says that he really has not had 
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day experience, men live the opposite. As 
adult men we are promoting violence against 
women through pornography, the media and 
other means," said Coleman. 

As a man, Coleman recognizes his 
interesting position and feels that it is all the 
more important to promote ESCAPE's theory 
of self-defense. 

"As men we are part of the problem or 
we're doing something to solve it," said 
Coleman. 

ESCAPE hopes that a woman who 
takes the course is afterwards fully able to rely 
on herself and her own intuition. 

"There are no guarantees in self-defense 
- it's all inside of you. It's not pepper spray or a 
handgun. It's about awareness and gut instinct," 
said Coleman. 

For protecting yourself in an urban set- 
ting like Decatur or Atlanta Coleman advises to 
look for and read women's success stories 
instead of prevention tips. 

"Go to websites and read other 
women's stories. Less than | percent of these 
stories are from women who have had formal 
self-defense training. Any woman is capable of 
using these principals," said Coleman.

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Matchstick Men good 
for Cage

Matchstick Men is not a normal con- 
artist movie. Instead of being like a criminal 
chess game, it concentrates on Roy, a man 
with too many idiosyncrasies and his relation- 
ship with a daughter he didn't know he had. 

Matchstick Men proves to be a very 
emotional movie; sometimes the viewer even 
forgets that the characters are criminal con 
men. 

Nicholas Cage does a brilliant per- 
formance as Roy, an obsessive-compulsive, 
germ a-phobic, agoraphobic chain-smoker. 
Roy is a con artist that is very good at his job, 
but his life is starting to fall apart. On a good 
day, he only barely manages to avoid blowing 
his brains out because he's afraid of the kind of 
mess it would make on his carpet. Roy starts 
to miss work and instead stays home to clean. 

When this happens, his protégé 
and partner Frank, played by Sam Rockwell, 
steps in and sends him to a shrink. Dr. Klein, 
the shrink, played by Bruce Altman, makes 
Roy confront his difficult past. In doing so 
Roy finds Angela (Alison Lohman), a long- 
lost daughter he never knew he had. Roy 
must then somehow include his daughter in his 
life, even though he can barely take care of 
himself. 

Cage totally immerses himself in the 
difficult role of Roy. He produces a perform- 
ance equal to that of his brilliant role of twins 
in his last movie Adaptation. Despite a won- 
derful performance, he did not win the Oscar 
for which he was nominated. Cage manages 
to bring out the desperate, emotional side of 
his obsessions rather then let it only be a 
humorous caricature. 

Sam Rockwell also does a wonderful 
job in his supporting role as Frank, the normal, 
charismatic, funny guy, a nice foil to Roy's 
seriousness. Frank is introduced to the audi- 
ence wearing a cowboy hat and a smirk as he 
drops crumbs on Roy's carpet, one of many of 
his humorous scenes. Frank does seem under- 
utilized in the film, used only as a comic relief 
and not as his own character. Rockwell's char- 
acter seemed to be similar to his last role as 
Chuck Barris in Confessions of a Dangerous 
Mind only much more toned down and nor- 
mal. 

Matchstick Men is altogether a good 
film. Even though the characters are con men, 
the audience gets caught up emotionally and 
feels sorry for them.

sowing the seeds of science with 


Dr. Rita Colwell

Does your knowledge of genetics come 
solely from news about CloneAid? Is intéract- 
ing with a science major a close encounter of 
the third kind? Is consumption of fermented 
grains your only chemical experience? If you 
answered yes to any of these questions, Dr. 
Rita Colwell, the director of the National 
Science Foundation, would like to tell you a 
thing or two. 

As the first participant in the Science 
Lecture Series, which encourages recognition 
of science as a liberal art, Dr. Colwell came 
with the intention of sowing the seeds of sci- 
ence in the fertile Agnes Scott soil. 

"If anyone is leading science in the 
twenty-first century, she is," said her introduc- 

ver. "She is a dedicated scientist." 

Born in Beverly, Mass. Dr. Colwell 
earned a B.S. in bacteriology and an MLS. in 
genetics from Purdue University, and a Ph.D. 
in oceanography from the University of 
Washington. In addition, she has been awarded 
26 honorary degrees and authored or co- 
authored 16 books and more than 600 scientific 
publications. There is even an Antarctican 
geological site, the Colwell Massif, named in 
her honor. Since becoming the 11th (and first 
female) director of the NSF in 1998, the 
Foundation's budget has increased 17 percent 
and currently exceeds $5.3 billion. 

"Setting policy-that's one of the best 
aspects of the job," said Dr. Colwell. "But I 
don't sit up there with a scepter and say ‘thou 
shalt not do.” 

The beginning of Dr. Colwell's story is 
a familiar one. Girls were not allowed to take 
physics, and foundations did not "waste" fel- 
lowships on women because they all went off 
and got married, and that's the end of it. 

"Girls can't be chemists,' a teacher once 
told me. Can't do it? I just became mad! 
While my counterparts were baking soufflés, I 
was balancing equations." 

Dr. Colwell leaped over those pesky 
stumbling blocks, but she is grateful they were 
there. 

"The obstacles I encountered in high 
school and college prepared me for my career," 
she said. 

Her goal is to encourage others, espe- 
cially women and minorities, to do the same. 
Her lecture, "Sowing the Seeds of Science," 
was divided into three parts: planting, cultivat- 
ing, and harvesting. 


How does one plant seeds? 

"In brief, start planning," Colwell said. 
"Every course, every research experience helps 
to sow the seeds of science for the next genera- 
tion." 

Women and minorities have only 
recently gained their deserved scientific recog- 
nition, and, "It's way, way overdue." 

The optimum time for scientific sowing 
is during childhood, which is ironically when 
the American educational system fails. 

"There is a valley of death between 
grades four and eight. We have to change the 
way we teach." 

It is never too late to learn. Dr. Colwell 
suggested that a science survey course should 
be required for all college freshmen to "span 
the chasm between science majors and their 
peers." 

Many programs and facilities are cur- 
rently in place to cultivate the saplings of sci- 
ence. Colwell commended Agnes Scott on its 
new science building. 

"I would have liked having a laser elec- 
tron microscope as an undergraduate," she said. 
"Tt would have saved a lot of time.” 

NSF has several initiatives to support 
science education, including the "No Child Left 
Behind" program, Noyce Scholarships, and the 
Science of Learning centers. ADVANCE is a 
program that brings women back into science 
with full grants. The ideal grant is $250,000 
for five years, but the current grant hardly 
reaches that amount. 

Once the plants have come to fruition, 
the time for harvest is imminent. 

"What do you get when you harvest a 
scientist? When you sow seeds in a garden, 
you know what kind of plants you will get," 
said Colwell. "My greatest reward is not 
knowing what I'll get, but working hard to get 
it." 

"Discoveries made today will make 
sweeping changes in the future. I hope you 
will be instilled with the value of science in 
education. These are really the seeds worth 
sowing."

When one usually visualizes a photog- 
raphy exhibit, one automatically envisions 
rows and rows of boxed images, hidden 
behind glass faces and often too abstract to 
comprehend. Tangibility is not often a word 
used to describe this form of art, especially for 
those of you who, like me, are often scared off 
by this level of art, afraid it will be too "intel- 
lectual" to understand and enjoy. 

With the arrival of the Dana Fine Arts 
Building's newest exhibit, however, photogra- 
phy becomes more accessible to the public at 
large. The renowned photographer Lucinda 
Bunnen's exhibit, entitled "Edges, Exposures 
and Mayhem," allows one to enter the exhibit 
and become a part of what the pictures are 
conveying without requiring too much effort 
from the average non-artistic person. 

A dedicated photographer for almost 50 
years, Bunnen employs diverse ways of dis- 
playing her pictures. She utilizes large float- 
ing pieces of fabric, watercolor paper, silk and 
even simple snapshots as a basis for her 
works. This makes it easier for everyone, no 
matter their taste in art, to find a style of 
Bunnen's that they can appreciate. And since 
each section of the exhibit displays a different 
technique and theme, including landscapes, 
animals and portraits, most artistic tastes are 
easily satisfied. 

One section of the exhibit, located in 
the Rogues' Gallery, features thousands of 
snapshots that any average person could have 
taken. When clustered together in one room, 
these glossy pictures meld together and create 
the effect of interconnectedness, a theme | 
noticed to be present throughout the entire 
exhibit. For example, it is present in some of 
her landscapes and portraits in which she uses 


’ overlay, creating a double-exposed effect. Her 


images fade into each other and, though alone 
they may seem isolated, together they balance 
out the picture and add softness and comfort to 
it. Her mixture of black and white and color 
also are striking because she seems to use 
them to offset certain images in her land- 
scapes. 

The exhibit, which runs through 
Dec. 7, is worth a visit for those experienced 
and inexperienced in the art of photography. 
Enjoy what the artist labels as "the result of a 
spontaneous click of the shutter in an almost 
zen-like state of mindlessness," and be sure to 
join other fans to meet Bunnen for an Artist 
Talk on Oct.29 at 7 p.m.

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Democratic dilemma 2004- Washington guru or General's dependability?

General Wesley Clark's surprise 
announcement on Sept. 17 to add his name to 
the 2004 democratic candidate skirmish set off 
a ripple effect throughout the party similar to 
the tripping of a mine field in Iraq. Perhaps it 
is not the best analogy for a party who can 
agree, if on nothing else, that the war in Iraq 
was started on false pretenses, and President 
Bush's continued plight there is at best lacking 
direction and at worst the next Vietnam. 

Clark's announcement ricocheted off of 
his opponents’ campaigns enough to make an 
obvious difference in the polls, as he knocked 
the long-favored Howard Dean out of the top 
spot in the race - leaving him tied with Joe 
Lieberman for 12 percent of the vote, while 
Clark took 14 percent. Clark's initial shot to 
the top means little this early in the campaign, 
though. Nineteen percent of those polled didn't 
know who they would vote for yet. 

The real question lies not with who has 
hijacked the American people's attention, but 
rather how far the public wants to swing away 
from Bush. Lieberman has the advantage of 
being a known "centrist" with a history of 
working across party lines to make things hap- 
pen, but while his credentials may look promis- 
ing, they make him a Washington veteran, 
which reads "deceit and cheat" to the American 
people today. Dean offers a breath of fresh air 
from the Washington hubbub with his straight- 


forward talk of reform. His initial gusto with 
fundraising is promising, but he may have 
peaked too early in the game to be able to 
wrestle enough the public's attention when it 
comes time to vote. Dean does tread a nice line 
on the battlefield, though, finding a balance 
between naiveté and experience - with a strong 
record of success to back him during his years 
as Vermont Governor that lacks any hindering 
Washington mishaps. 

Clark's credentials can out-run both 
Lieberman and Dean as this four-star general 
pulls off Dean's naiveté in Washington with 
Lieberman's experience applied to the battle- 
field and the international scene. With the pub- 
lic weary of Bush's lies and faux pas on the bat- 
tlefield, Clark offers a much sought-after bal- 
ance of knowledge and pacifism in the reality 
of war. His strong military record and former 
position as supreme commander of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) may 
enable Clark to make an ally of America on the 
international scene once again and put a deci- 
sive, honorable end to Iraq. Clark's vulnerabili- 
ty Will come on the domestic front, though, as 
he offers little in the way of strategy to improve 
the economy, and has been snared into one trap 
after another when asked to think on his feet in 
front of reporters. 

With elections still in the somewhat dis- 
tant future, all 10 democratic candidates will 
have to shoot off some serious flares to catch 
the eye of the American public. The top three 
front-runners are in for some serious political 


boot camp in order to fend off the various 
threats of their fellow candidates. As for the 
remaining seven democratic candidates - they 
hold about as much chance as a candle in the 
wind for capturing the nomination. 

While John Edwards could hold a slight 
chance at being the next Kennedy with the feel 
of "the regular guy” rather than Camelot, he 
will be outshined by Dean in this election 
unless he’s able to draw a major explosion in 
publicity within the next few months. John 
Kerry could be a viable candidate, but lacks 
direction and the captivaiion that both Dean 
and Clark hold. Dick Gepherdt and Caro] 
Moselly Brown both have too much history to 
be able to focus on the future of the country, 
and while Bob Graham may have a chance, 
he's overshadowed by Liberman's similar char- 
acteristics and stronger campaign. That leaves 
Dennis Kucinich and the Rev. Al Sharpton, 
both of whom lack the ideals and the credibility 
to attract the majority of the American people's 
attention. 

Thus, the race is left to the Washington 
guru, the Democrat Doctor and the General. 
While the battle has only just begun, it is clear 
it will come down to a decision between 
Washington politics or outsider innovation. 
Given the guillotine movement in Washington 
of late, a fresh face will most likely be given 
the medal of honor when nominations arise, 
and Clark's battlefield strategy will most like 
rollover Dean's prescription for prosperity.

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Voting gives young adults voice

Most Americans between the ages of 
18 and 21 have not registered to vote. Only 20 
percent of registered 18-21 year olds actually 
vote. These facts indicate an alarming trend of 
political non-involvement in our generation. It 
is important that college students vote because 
the government makes decisions that affect all 
of us greatly. 

Some of the decisions affect current stu- 
dents, including women at Agnes Scott 
College. Decisions made at federal and state 
levels of government determine how much 
financial aid a student receives. Since financial 
aid affects the amount of money or loans a stu- 
dent gets from the College, this issue directly 
affects almost everyone here. 

For example, Georgians receive tuition 
equalization from the HOPE Scholarship to 
help pay for an Agnes Scott education. If 
members of the Georgia government decide to 
eliminate equalization or reduce the amount of 
money students attending private colleges 
receive, every Agnes Scott student who quali- 
fies for HOPE will be affected. Lawmakers 
determine how much federal money will be 
used to fund graduate school education as well, 
and this issue concerns a great number of stu- 
dents on campus. 

Who runs the government can affect a 
student's chances of going to graduate school in 
ways that have nothing to do with money. 
Affirmative action policies help colleges and 
graduate schools determine who will be admit- 
ted and who will not. These policies, like 
those governing financial aid and scholarships, 
depend on decisions made by the people in 
power. Over the summer, the Supreme Court 
upheld affirmative action. A similar case may 
not produce the same ruling if justices retire 
and President Bush appoints new ones. Thus, 
some issues decided by the government have 
immediate effects on the College population. 

Even decisions that appear to have no 
effect on young adults now have long-term 
consequences. President Bush has cut taxes 
several times during his presidency, and has

spent enormous amounts of money on the war 
in Iraq. When he took office, there was a 
budget surplus; now there is a deficit. The 
national debt has grown during his term, as it 
does during the terms of most presidents. 

As debt becomes larger, more money is 
spent paying interest on that debt. This means 
either that taxes will increase, or government 
spending on programs such as Social Security 
and Medicare will decrease. Whether you 
agree with the President's policies is not the 
issue. The percentage of the budget used to 
help Americans affects everyone, old or young. 
Hence, elected officials are making decisions 
right now that will affect our future. 

There are some resolutions that affect all 
Americans equally, regardless of age. 
President Bush has considered amending the 
Constitution to outlaw homosexual marriage. 
This policy affects all gay and lesbian couples, 
and raises questions about the role of govern- 
ment in the lives of its citizens. 

Another important issue is whether the 
United States will sign the Kyoto Protocol, an 
international agreement designed to reduce ~ 
greenhouse gas emissions and reduce global 
warming. Because of the negative climatic 
effects, all Americans have an interest in decid- 
ing if the Kyoto Protocol offers a reasonable 
solution to this threat. These policies present 
examples of the types of decisions that affect 
Americans of all ages. 

The most important reason to vote, how- 
ever, has nothing to do with the effects of vari- 
ous policies on various people. Instead, it is 
the issue that all Americans have the responsi- 
bility to participate in government. Every stu- 
dent, like every American citizen, has the right 
to say what she wants, spend time with whom 
she wants, and do what she wants, as long as 
she does not hurt anyone else. 

Our Constitution gives us these incredi- 
ble rights, and all it requests in return is 
informed participation in the political process. 
Those who do not use their rights stand to lose 
their rights. It would be terrible if the voting 
age were changed back to 21 - but hey, young 
adults don't vote anyway. Or do they?

Piers Anthony has been entertaining 
readers for over a quarter-century. His books 
number into the three digits, making him one of 
the most prolific and most successful authors in 
the fantasy/science-fiction genre. Anthony 
became one of the most successful writers in 
the genre, with 21 New York Times bestsellers 
in the space of only a decade. Few authors have 
been able to match him. 

Born in 1934 in England, Anthony trav- 
eled to the United States to flee World War II. 

"{I] discovered science fiction by 
chance at age 13. It was an instant love," 
Anthony said. 

He received his B.A. in writing at 
Goddard College in Vermont in 1956. Anthony 
starting writing for publication at age 20, but 
didn't sell his first story until he was 28. He 
published his first novel, Chthon, which was 
also his B.A. thesis, in 1967. 

Ten years later he started writing light 
fantasy with A Spell for Chameleon, the first 
novel in his ongoing, bestselling Xanth series. 

Xanth for Anthony "just sort of formed 
when [he] needed it, like magic." 

Ogre, Ogre, book five of Xanth, may 
have been the first fantasy paperback to 
become a New York Times bestseller. Since 


then, the Xanth series 
has expanded, the 27th 
novel, Cube Route, 
comes out this month on 
hardback. Anthony has 
no plans to end the 
series, but instead is 
already planning for 
numbers 28, Currant 
} Events, and 29, Pet 
Peeve. 
Anthony's favorite char- 
acter is "the Demoness Metria, who is always 
fun. She perks up dull scenes." 

She can be found in the Xanth Series. 
Of all the series he has written his favorite is, 
"ChroMagic, which is just beginning to be pub- 
lished at www.mundania.com. It's wild, sexy 
fantasy on a world where volcanoes erupt 
magic of different colors." 

Anthony is a very serious writer. 

"I try to start in at the computer at 
9 a.m., for an eight-hour day,” he said. “But 
there are so many interruptions that I seldom 
get it." 

He is also very dedicated to his fans, 
answering over 200 pieces of fan-mail a month. 

To those who want to be full-time writ- 
ers, Anthony warns to "have a working 
spouse,” because otherwise you'll starve. 

"My wife worked for years while I got 
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established," he said. 

Anthony includes many fan suggestions 
in his novels, which are credited in the 
"Author's Note" section, which is in the back of 
the novel. This section is one thing that sets 
him apart from other authors, and his faithful 
readers look forward to each one. 

"My first serious Author's Note was in 
the science fiction novel Viscous Circle, the 
fifth in the Cluster series, explaining why | 
expected to leave science fiction and focus on 
other genres, as I did. Then I did them for the 
Incarnations series, Mode series and then I 
needed to give credits for reader suggestions in 
Xanth. So it just sort of formed," Anthony said. 

Although Anthony is mostly known for 
fantasy and science fiction, he has written sev- 
eral novels in other genres as well, including 
historical fiction, martial arts, horror, space 
opera, post-apocalyptic adventure, erotica-it's 
almost easier to list the few categories that he 
hasn't written in. 

"I write a lot more than funny fantasy, 
so readers don't have to give me up when they 
outgrow Xanth. I suspect I have a wide breadth 
of writing interests as any writer in this genre," 
Anthony said.

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"Is Free Trade Fair Trade?" Forum

On Sunday, Oct. 12, several Agnes 
Scott students and faculty members attended a 
forum on the proposed "Free Trade Area of the 
Americas," or FTAA, at the Quaker Friends 
Meeting Hall in Decatur. These participants 
heard speakers discuss the proposed agreement 
and some of the pressing related issues. 

Described by some as "NAFTA 
expanded," the FTAA is a deregulatory free 
trade agreement that, much like the North 
American Free Trade Agreement, lifts trade 
barriers between the countries involved and 
seeks to increase trade in the region. 

To many neo-liberals and government 
officials, this agreement represents an excellent 
opportunity for Latin America to gain jobs, 
trade, and possibly increased industrialization. 
Looking at the example of Mexico, many pre- 
dict that this agreement will be the push Latin 
America needs to gain an edge in the global 
market. 

The forum also addressed the negative 
associations of the FTAA, drawing from the 


experience of NAFTA to claim that the FTAA ) 


will ultimately benefit only corporations. 
Jason Tockman, the American Lands 
Alliance director of global trade, gave a crash 
course on some of the effects of NAFTA and 
globalization. He especially highlighted the 
poor track record on environmental issues, and 
Ghapter 11, a section of NAFTA that allows 
corporations to sue governments for interfer- 
ence with trade. This means that a corporation 
can sue the United States for enacting an envi-

ronmental law to protect its citizens, if that law 
interferes with the profit-making ability of the 
company. 

Other speakers included Aldo 
Gonzalez, a Zapotec indigenous and communi- 
ty leader from Oaxaca, Mexico, and Father 
Roy Bourgeois, leader of the School of the 
Americas Watch. 

Gonzalez focused on the negative 
effects of bioengineering on the indigenous 
community of Mexico, while Father Bourgeois 
highlighted issues surrounding the School of 
Americas, a school in Georgia that trains 
soldiers for combat in Latin American 
countries and has been frequently accused of 
perpetuating human rights abuses overseas. 

"This agreement will affect U.S. 
Americans as well as the people of all these 
countries, and we should have some say in 
whether it goes through," said M.E. Newsom 
'05. "Looking at NAFTA, I'm not so sure we 
should proceed.” 

This seemed to be the general senti- 
ment of the audience, although some attendees 
were disappointed that the positive effects of 
such an agreement were not generally consid- 
ered by the speakers. 

The main purpose of the event was to 
inform people of the subject of several protests 
that are approaching in coming months. On 
Nov. 19-20, a large protest against the FTAA 
will take place in Miami, Fla., and in the days 
directly following there will be a large protest 
at the School of Americas in Colombus, Ga.

Though most of the women of Agnes

All activities are 
designed to reflect their mission statement, "To 
inspire all girls to be strong, smart, and bold." 

The organization offers yearlong pro- 
grams in six core areas: career and life plan- 
ning, leadership and community roles, health 
and sexuality, self-reliance and life skills, cul- 
tural and heritage awareness, and sports and 
adventure. The group also advocates sub- 
stance abuse prevention, pregnancy preven- 
tion, and overcoming gender obstacles in edu- 
cation and other areas. 

The theme for the summit was 
"Business Butterflies." Throughout the day, 
girls, mentors, and parents participated in 
workshops about life in the corporate world 
and how to become a successful entrepreneur. 

"I started volunteering [with Girls Inc.] 
because I went as a girl from kindergarten to 
about fifth grade," said Gabrielle Hawkins, 
one of the volunteers helping at registration. 

The day is a good opportunity for girls 
who aren't exactly sure what the working 
world is like, said Tamara Parker, another vol- 
unteer who came at Hawkins' suggestion. 

Girls Inc. also established a Girls’ Bill 
of Rights, which stresses the rights to be proud 
of their bodies, take risks, learn the necessary 
tools for independence and financial security, 
and to resist gender stereotypes. 

The Greater Atlanta chapter has nearly 
7,000 members, with nearly 50% coming from 
single parent or low-income homes. The 
Atlanta organization works with private and 
public schools, Big Brothers-Big Sisters, and 
the East Point Housing Authority.

Reappearing onstage for two encores, 
the band expressed their view on American 
international politics by delivering a haunting 
rendition of "Wolf at the Door,” a song which 
broaches the more recent controversy within 
the American governmental hierarchy. 
Unfortunately the concert had to end, but as 
the last song title suggested, it seemed that 
Yorke and fellow musicians had put 
"Everything in its Right Place."

Have you ever read a book that literally 
stirred you? A book that made you question 
your own beliefs and the beliefs of everyone 
around you? One that simultaneously excited 
you, infuriated you, and intellectually stimulat- 
ed you? 

I was lucky enough to read such a book 
by Edward Said originally published in 1978: 
Orientalism. Without exaggeration, I can say 
that my life will never be the same after consid- 
ering its contents. Never before had I consid- 
ered that "developed nations" are (intentionally 
and unintentionally) racist in their interactions 
with "underdeveloped nations." 

Now, I cannot help but see this racism 
in almost every newspaper article I read. I 
idolized Edward Said. 

According to www.nynewsday.com, 
Said was born in Jerusalem in 1935, when it 
was still under British control. Said spent most 
of his life supporting the Palestinian cause and 
speaking about misconceptions about the Arab 
world. 

Between the evening of Sept. 24 and 
the morning of Sept. 25, Edward Said lost his 
long battle with leukemia and passed away at 
age 67. He left behind students he taught as a 
professor of English and comparative literature 
at Columbia University in New York City and a 
bewildered international community. Said also 
left behind his theory, the effects of his 


activism, and his scholarship, which will 
undoubtedly stir students for decades more. 

"In the insane competition of competing 
discourses of how to see Islam, Muslims and 
‘the Muslim world’ in our post-September 11 
climate, Said -- a Christian Palestinian -- 
remained committed to intellectual honesty at 
the risk of being labeled anti-patriotic and anti- 
American,” said Hibba Abugideiri, professor of 
history. 

Dr. Cathy Scott, professor of political 
science, uses Orientalism regularly as a teach- 
ing tool in her development and anti-develop- 
ment course. 

"Said's book Orientalism had a pro- 
found affect on theories about political devel- 
opment and underdevelopment,” said Dr. Scott. 

"His arguments about the connections 
between knowledge and power are controver- 
sial and profound, and they have never failed to 
engage and challenge me and the many stu- 
dents I have asked to read- Orientalism in my 
development and anti-development class. His 
activism on behalf of the Palestinian people 
was noteworthy, too. In my view he successful- 
ly blended scholarship and activism-he made a 
difference, and he was courageous." 

Perhaps it is best to let Said's words 
speak for themselves. Professor Abugideiri 
provided this excerpt from one of Said's many 
articles in the Egyptian-English weekly, A/- 
Ahram Weekly: 

"I shall begin by saying immediately

Live at Sin-e Tickles Your Ears

What made Jeff Buckley think he could 
cover everything from Nina Simone, to Led 
Zepplin, to Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan? Perhaps it 
was just raw ambition that caused Buckley to 
channel his Janis Joplin-like wail into the 
insightfully written originals and various cov- 
ers on his posthumous double disk, Live at 
Sin-e, but it is obvious from his performance 
that both Buckley and the audience knew they 
were witnessing a "quiet explosion." 

Buckley used Live at Sin-e to demon- 
strate his colossal talent. The CDs include 
three Bob Dylan covers, all of which are done 
well, especially, "Just Like a Woman." 

Buckley also covered Billie Holiday's signature 
piece, "Strange Fruit." His voice is both pas- 
sionate and vulnerable, capturing an excellent 
live performance and demonstrating for the lis- 
tener his undiscovered skill and artistry. 


Recorded during the summer of 1993, 
four years before Buckley's tragic and untimely 
death, it sounds as if Buckley is performing for 
a much larger crowd, but there could not have 
been more than 20 or so people there to see 
him at the café Sin-e in New York City. 

Buckley's ability to interact with audi- 
ence members shows that he was at home on 
stage. Soon after this recording, Buckley 
entered the studio after signing with Columbia 
records to begin work on his first label release, 
Grace. Many of the tracks on Grace are fea- 
tured as works in progress on Live at Sin-e. 
"Lover You Should've Come Over," "Eternal 
Life," "Mojo Pin," and "Grace" are all originals 
that display Buckley's taste for sweeping 
romanticism. 

Live at Sin-e captures an inspiring per- 
formance of a man who, if he had lived, would 
have continued to thrill audiences with his 
talent and ambition.

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Elliot Smith's 
death shakes 
musical realm

Elliot Smith, folk-punk singer/song- 
writer, was declared dead on Tuesday, Oct. 21, 
in the Los Angeles County University of 
Southern California Medical Center from an 
apparent suicide. Around noon that day, a 
close friend of Smith's found the musician in 
his apartment with what seemed to be a self- 
inflicted stab wound to the chest. 

With five albums and an Academy 
Award nomination in 1997, Smith's career was 
promising. His music became well known 
after his contribution of the sorig "Miss 
Misery" to the the popular film Good Will 
Hunting. 

Upon news of Smith's death actor Ben 
Affleck said, "It's a terrible loss of a real tal- 
ent." 

Smith acted as a leader of the West 
coast indie-rock scene. He headed the 
Portland, Oregon, band Heatmiser before 
branching out to the solo-realm of intense lyri- 
cal ballads and haunting melodies. Playing all 
the instruments and singing vocals on his 
album Roman Candle, Smith used his creative 
talent to compose intimate songs that reflected 
his inner troubles. 

Smith was known to have fought a 
drug and alcohol addiction accompanied with 
depression throughout his career. Although a 
claimed clean-up took place midway through 
Smith's career, there is speculation that Smith's 
previous struggles had resurfaced in the later 
years leading to his suicide. 

Influences of Smith's chilling lyrical 
tunes can be found in the music of such well- 
known bands as Bright Eyes, Dashboard 
Confessional, Death Cab for Cutie, and Travis. 
At the time of Smith's death, he had been 
working on a new album entitled From a 
Basement on a Hill. 

"He was a misunderstood genius, and 
each time he sat down with his acoustic guitar 
and played a song it was better than the last," 
said friend and director Steve Hanft of Smith.

President signs controversial ban 
on partial-birth abortions

On Oct. 28, Congress sent a bill to 


President Bush that outlaws the performance of 


partial-birth abortions. The president signed 
the bill into law on Nov. 5. This bill has creat- 


ed controversy both at Agnes Scott College and 


nationwide. 

The bill, called the Partial-Birth Abortion 
Ban Act of 2003, defines a partial-birth abor- 
tion as any abortion in which a doctor deliber- 
ately kills a fetus after partially delivering it 
from the mother’s womb. In a normal birth, a 
fetus may not be aborted if its head is com- 
pletely outside the mother's body. In a breech 
birth, if a portion of the torso beyond the navel 
is outside the mother's body, the fetus may not 
be aborted. 

According to the bill, a doctor who per- 
forms a partial-birth abortion may be fined 
and/or imprisoned for a maximum of two 
years. If the mother is a legal adult and mar- 
ried to the fetus's father, the father may sue the 
doctor who performs the mother’s partial-birth 
abortion. The courts can force the doctor to 
pay for any physical or psychological damage 
that the father has sustained, and the physician 
may also have to pay punitive damages up to 


three times the cost of the mother's abortion. If 


the mother is under the age of 18, her parents 
have the same right to sue that an adult moth- 
er's husband has. A woman who has a partial- 
birth abort‘on cannot be prosecuted or other- 
wise penalized under this bill. 

The bill does not clearly state whether a 
partial-birth abortion would be allowed in a 
case in which the mother's life was in danger. 
Several times, the bill states that a partial-birth 
abortion is never necessary to preserve the

Last month, Georgia Governor Sonny 
Perdue announced his proposal to the HOPE 
Scholarship Joint Study Commission to tie 
HOPE scholarship eligibility to SAT scores. 
The HOPE scholarship has been projected to 
face a budget crisis as early as 2007 by falling 
$200 million dollars short of covering all of the 
HOPE recipients. The proposal is also being 
offered as an answer to boosting Georgia's 
50th-place ranking in SAT scores.

mother's health. In one section, however, the 
bill allows partial-birth abortions in the case of 
a mother's disorder, sickness, or injury. It is 
unclear how a court would respond to an argu- 
ment that a partial-birth abortion was necessary 
to save a woman's life. 

Congress has cited numerous reasons for 
passing this legislation. The bill argues that 
these abortions cause harm to the mother, and 
expresses concern over obscuring the role of an 
obstetrician by allowing the obstetrician to kill 
the fetus he or she is delivering. The bill also 
argues that outlawing partial-birth abortions 
preserves respect for human life. 

Congress has justified its legal authority to 
make the law by citing cases in which the 
Supreme Court has shown deference to con- 
gressional findings of fact. In addition, the bill 
implies that doctors who perform partial-birth 
abortions are participating in interstate com- 
merce and are thus subject to regulation by 
Congress under the interstate commerce clause 
of the Constitution. 

Among Agnes Scott students, there is dis- 
agreement about the merits of this legislation. 
Some students support the bill. 

"I'm definitely pro-choice, but I feel that if 
a child is already being born, it can no longer 
be qualified as an abortion. I don't think it's 
fair for the child if it can live on its own," said 
Jane Bigham '06. 

Other students oppose the ban. "I think 
they shouldn't be encroaching on Roe v. Wade 
[the Supreme Court decision legalizing abor- 
tion], and we're one step away from a slippery 
slope of eliminating women's reproductive 
choices," said Briana Dayton '0S5. 

Undoubtedly, this legislation will produce 
more discussion and debate in the months to 
come. 


period for low-scoring students. Georgia high 
school students who maintain a B average, but 
fail to meet the SAT minimum score, would 
receive that one semester of the HOPE scholar- 
ship guaranteed. If the same students keep a B 
average throughout the trial semester, the plan 
would allow them to have the scholarship 
renewed for future semesters. 

HOPE is funded by the Georgia lottery 
and is administered by the Georgia Student 
Finance Commission. HOPE provides scholar- 
ship and grant assistance to residents of 
Georgia attending eligible Georgia post sec- 
ondary institutions.

North Korea's nuclear arsenal - what it 
means for other world powers

Since October 2002, when the regime 
acknowledged its nuclear possession, North 
Korea has only become more aggressive, eject- 
ing U.N. inspectors and annulling a nuclear 
non-proliferation agreement. 

Third-party countries, such as Great 
Britain, the United States, and other U.N. 
nations, are attempting to find the balance that 
must be struck between monitoring North 
Korea's plans and being overly controlling. If 
the country is upset, the potential hazards are 
greater than those posed by Iraq not only for 
the West, but also for North Korea's geographi- 
cal neighbors. The North allegedly possesses at 
least one nuclear weapon, a chemical weapons 
stockpile, and a biological arsenal. China, 
Russia, South Korea, and Japan are not 
pleased, to say the very least. 

North Korea lies at the heart of north- 
east Asia in the midst of budding business and 
emergent economies. Dictator Kim Jong II 
leads the nation and its million-man army, all 
of which are part of the Bush administration’s 
infamous "axis of evil" with Iraq and Iran. 

According to American political big- 
wigs, there are four possible solutions to this 
nuclear standoff: 

« Aid and security assurance if North Korea 
puts its nuclear bomb collection in the 
dumpster out back. 

* Military strike, a consequence of which could 
be total war. 

* Sanctions and embargoes against Kim Jong 
II's economic domination, placed on the 
grounds that the North is in violation of the 
nonproliferation treaty. This approach, 
however, would probably worsen the humani- 


tarian crisis in the already impoverished nation. 
¢ Feigned indifference to a nuclear North 
Korea, which could lead to a nuclear arms race 
between North and South Korea, Japan and 
Taiwan. 

"They [the U.S.] could do nothing but 
wait until the regime collapses, or they could 
attack, which-could be a very bloody war," said 
Dr. Andrei Lankov, a lecturer at the China and 
Korea Centre at the Australian National 
University. 

"We have been clear in saying that we 
seek a peaceful solution to resolve the threat 
posed by Kim Jong I], but that all options are 
on the table," Undersecretary of State John 
Bolton told the East Asia Institute in Seoul on 
July 31. 

Negotiations between countries in the 
U.N. and North Korea have yet to come to a 
conclusion, but North Korea has indicated that 
it will consider President George W. Bush's 
offer of written security guarantees to end ten- 
sions over nuclear weapons development. 

"We are ready to consider Bush's 
remarks on the 'written assurances of non- 
aggression’ if they are based on the intention to 
co-exist ...aimed to play a positive role in real- 
izing the proposal for a package solution on the 
principle of simultaneous actions," said a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman in a statement 
reported by KCNA, the North Korean state 
news service. 

It seems the desire for nuclear domi- 
nance in the twenty-first century can hardly 
come to a peaceful end. Hopefully, for the sake 
of the everything and everyone we know, 
another political bigwig will devise a better, 
more encouraging, strategy.

HOPE was implemented to "increase academ- 
ic achievements, to keep the best and brightest 
students in Georgia, and to expand educational 
opportunities beyond high school to all 
Georgians. 

Currently, students receiving HOPE 
are reviewed only after 30 credit hours. This is 
usually over a span of three semesters. Those 
students whose average has fallen below a B 
by the review time lose the scholarship. 
Students eligible for HOPE currently receive 
full tuition to a public university, and along 
with money for books and fees. Students at 
Georgia private colleges can receive a $3,000 
annual grant. HOPE assistance ends for all stu- 
dents once they earn a bachelor's degree or 
attempt 127 semester hours of degree credit. 

Louise McBee, co-chair of the com- 
mission, said one reason she was against the 
HOPE-SAT link was because of the upcoming 
changes to the SAT. The SAT will be changing 
drastically in 2005. The new test will eliminate 
certain types of math and verbal questions, and 
add an essay portion. 

_ "For us to use something that is chang- 
ing would be questionable," McBee said. 
McBee instead proposes eliminating book 
allowances and student fees from the costs 
covered by the scholarship. By eliminating the 
books and student fees from HOPE the state 
would be able to maintain the program 
through 2008 without adding the SAT require- 
ment. 

Representative Ann Purcell said she 
would consider the HOPE-SAT link if it were 
one of several ways that a student could quali- 
fy for the scholarship. 

"I don't think everything should be put 
on standardized tests," Purcell said. 

: The commission will meet once more 
this month, its fifth public meeting, before 
developing their final plan on how to save the 
HOPE program. 
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Young Survive

The Young Survival Coalition is an 
organization focused on educating young 
women (those under 40) about the risks of 
breast cancer, providing support for young 
women already effected by the disease, and 
advocating issues related to young women and 
breast cancer. The organization is comprised of 
both breast cancer survivors and supporters, 
and is the only international breast cancer 
organization dedicated to the concerns and 
issues unique to young women. 

The Young Survival Coalition was 
formed in 1998 by three young women who 
were breast cancer survivors. These women 
were upset with the lack of attention given to 
young women with breast cancer by the media, 
medical institutions, and the general public. 

Typically, when information is present- 
ed about women and breast cancer, most of it is 
related to women over 40, despite the fact that 
breast cancer is the leading cause of cancer

death in women ages 15-40. There are approxi- 
mately 250,000 women under the age of 40 
living with breast cancer, and every year 11,000 
young women are diagnosed. 

Breast cancer in young women is typi- 
cally more aggressive than it is in older 
women. The cancer is also likely to be diag- 
nosed at a later date, because women under age 
40 are not screened regularly for the disease. 
Because of late diagnoses, the mortality rate for 
young women with breast cancer is higher than 
the rate for older women, even though the 
majority of women with breast cancer are over 
age 40. 

Women under 40 are not encouraged to 
have mammograms because mammograms 
often do not detect breast cancer in younger 
women. The organization works extremely 
hard to get the message out to younger women 
that monthly breast self-exams are very impor- 
tant, as they are really the only way for young 
women to realize if there are any abnormalities 
in their breasts. Breast self-examinations should 
be done every month seven to ten days after a 


woman's menstrual period begins. The impor- 
tance of these examinations is underscored by 
the fact that more than 80 percent of women 40 
and under with breast cancer found their lump 
themselves. 

The Coalition works to influence the 
medical and research communities to include 
more young women in their studies on breast 
cancer, since the majority of the women partici- 
pating in the studies are over the age of 40. 
They also advocate for more information on 
treatment options best suited to an age group 
who is actively concerned about issues such as 
dating, fertility, and 40-60 year survival. The 
organization also advocates for better overall 
health legislation. 

The Atlanta chapter of the Young 
Survival Coalition currently has over 50 mem- 
bers. They meet the second Sunday of each 
month to plan Breast Health 101 presentations, 
speaker engagements, and participation in com- 
munity-wide health fairs and seminars. For 
more information, email yscatlanta@youngsur- 
vival.org, or go to www.youngsurvival.org.

The alcohol awareness pro- 
gram, sponsored by S.A.F.E., aimed to make 
information available to students on facts about 
alcohol that students take for granted, but are 
essential to know for health and safety reasons. 
This year's title for NCAAW was "No hype. No 
spin. No preaching. It is time to Tell It Like It 
Ts. 

This title was chosen because students 
really do want to know the actual facts and 
issues that affect their lives. At Agnes Scott 
College, S.A.F.E. women undertook the respon- 
sibility to make students aware about issues on 
alcohol. On Wednesday, Oct. 29, an array of 
facts and "did you knows?" were displayed on 
teaching boards. On Friday, Oct. 31, more 
information was made accessible to students 
through an information table set up in the din-

ing hall. 

Issues such as the amount of money 
spent on alcohol yearly by students, advice on 
how to help a friend with an alcohol problem, 
tips on sipping, alcohol abuse, statistics and 
eyebrow raisers were addressed. Pamphlets 
were given out and students were given the 
opportunity to wear bear goggles in order to get 
a feel of what it is like to be drunk, or to be 
reminded of it, and also to take a sobriety test. 
To wrap up alcohol awareness at Agnes Scott, 
the November "Walls and Stalls" newsletter by 
S.A.F.E. women for the talks about alcohol and 
related issues. 

The response of Agnes Scott students to 
the program was impressive. Students stopped 
by the information table in the dining hall and 
participated in what S.A.F.E. had planned for 
them. About 45 percent of students who con- 
sidered signing a pledge not to drink for a cer- 
tain period of time ended up not signing. Their 
reason was that they did not think that they 
could keep the pledge even if they signed it. 


This was a clear manifestation of the Honor 
Code being a living thing (S.A.F.E Women's 
contribution to the ongoing assessment of the 
Honor Code system). 

Students should expect more of such 
health-focused programs to come their way. 
First years (5:00p.m. Nov. 12), upperclass- 
women (6:00 p.m. Nov. 12), and Avery Glen 
residents (Nov. 19), will each get to eat with 
Carol Kelly, the campus nutritionist. Some of 
the topics that will be discussed are the fresh- 
man 15 - breaking the tradition and comparing 
diets, which ones work and which ones don't. 
On Noy. 20, Young Survivors will speak with 
Agnes Scott in the Hub. There will also be the 
Great American Smoke Out on Novy. 20. 
S.A.F.E. Women are proud to make the cus- 
tomary Exam Breakfast possible on Dec. 9,

Honor Code bible, sometimes you just 


have questions that cannot be easily answered 
by the handbook. That's where I come in. 

With this new column, I hope to answer your 
questions, dispel myths, and give some interest- 
ing facts about our honor system. After all, it is 
a living tradition at Agnes Scott, and should not 
be enigmatic. 

_ Q. What is the difference between Judicial 

Board and Honor Court? 

A. They have differences in membership; JB 
having hall representatives while HC does not. 
The main distinction lies in their jurisdiction. 
JB handles dorm cases while HC deals with 
mostly the academic side of student life. Some 
borderline cases that may go to the Honor 

Court involve stealing of items of significant 
value, repeated JB offenses, and drug cases. 
Another difference is that when turning in a JB 
case, the reporter is anonymous while in an HC 
case, the accused has the right to know who 
turned her in. 

Q. What is the Judicial Review Committee? 

A. JRC can be thought of as the Supreme 
Court of the Honor System. While appeals 
from JB go to HC, Judicial Review reviews 
Honor Court appeals and cases resulting in dis- 
ciplinary probation, suspension, or dismissal. 
This court is made up of four members of the 
administration (President Bullock, Dean 
Hudson, Dean Zumwalt, Nancy Albert), four 
faculty members who serve two-year terms, 
and four students (Presidents of HC, JB, 
Senate, and SGA). 

Q. When do I have to pledge my work? 

A. All work should be pledged, but it is not 
always required in order to turn a paper in. By 
simply putting your name on your paper and 
submitting it, you have signified that all of it is 
your original work unless cited.

* It was an Honor Court member's job to find 
out the time of sunset because this was the time 
that first-year students had to be back. This was 
called ATL or "Afternoon Time Limit."

(Thomas Sangster). The plot is by no means 

linear, so if you have trouble following more 

than one story at a time (there are about nine 

different plots), this may not be the movie for 
you. 

Because of the plot jumps, the audience 
must form their own opinions about situations 
and fill in the gaps from the very small back- 
stories on each of the characters. 

Unlike many romantic comedies, Love 
Actually does not provide a "happily ever 
after" for all of the characters. Some situations 
are unresolved, others fizzle, and in true genre 
style, there are a few too-good-to-be-true end- 
ings.

Crowns a must-see play

“When you try on a hat, you try on a 
character. A personality. A life,” said 
Alliance Theater Company artistic director 
Susan V. Booth’s on the mystique of the hat. 

Hat lovers gathered to pay homage to 
the hat queens of Atlanta and enjoy the Oct. 
15 opening performance of Crowns, Regina 
Taylor’s adaptation of Michael Cunningham 
and Craig Marberry’s book Crowns: Portraits 
of Black Women in Church Hats. 

The performance is a visual delight, 
with a set including two towering hat stands 
bedecked with dozens of church-style hats 
from conservative to outlandish, simple to 
impossibly ornate. Taylor worked the various 
personal anecdotes from the book into a plot 
rich with tradition, bound with gospel favorites 
like “When the Saints Go Marching In.” 

Yolanda (Desiré BuBose) opens the 
production with an explanation of her recent 
move from New York City to Darlington, 
S.C., to live with her grandmother. Yolanda’s 
mother sends her to the South to obtain an 
awareness of her roots. During the play, the 
audience discovers with Yolanda the connec- 
tion between religion and community that ties 
her to her ancestors. One of the five older 
women who educates the girl explains the part 
hats played in this epic: the church was the 
only place slaves were allowed to gather, and 
they not only wanted to honor God by looking 
their best, but they wanted to show off to the 
others in the community. Thus began the tra- 
dition of black women and their church hats. 

From memories of women with large 
collections of hats to vital hat rules — Don’t let 
anyone touch your hat! Don’t let anyone 
knock your hat! — Crowns unravels some of 
the mystery surrounding the hat’s importance. 
But certainly not all of it. As one lady advises 
Yolanda, to carry off a hat one must possess 
that certain “hattitude” - and it can’t be learned 
or taught. It just has to be there.

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Harassment policy creates controversy

The construction work occurring at several 
of Agnes Scott College's academic buildings 
has led to discussion of the College's policy 
concerning construction workers who harass 
students. Some students believe that enforce- 
ment of this policy is too strict, leading to pro- 
hibition of conversations between students and 
construction workers. 

According to Dean of Students Gué 
Hudson '68, workers can be fired for harassing 
students. Workers may not make inappropriate 
remarks, such as catcalls, to students. Workers 
who violate this policy are terminated from 
employment. 

"We respond to harassment very strongly," 
Hudson said. 

Some members of the student body have 
expressed concerns about these policies in the 
College's electronic public folders, claiming 
that construction workers, groundskeepers, and 
the high-school students who work in Evans 
are not allowed to talk to Agnes Scott students 
at all. Hudson denied these allegations, saying 
that construction workers are only told not to 
make inappropriate remarks. She also denied 
knowledge of any policy pertaining to the 


groundskeepers or dining hall helpers. 

"There is a college policy against harass- 
ment and sexual harassment in the student 
handbook and other handbooks, but there's no 
policy against freedom of speech," Hudson 
said. 

In addition, students writing in the public 
folders have accused Public Safety of enforcing 
the harassment policy too strictly. Michelle 
Williams '04 related an incident in which a con- 
struction worker complimented her hairstyle. 
Shortly after, a Public Safety officer 
approached her and told her that if the worker 
had said anything to her, that worker would be 
fired. In her post, Williams argued that a com- 
plete prohibition of conversation between 
workers and students is unnecessarily strict. 

Chief Henry Hope, Director of Public 
Safety, defended his department's strict enforce- 
ment of the harassment policy. He cited an 
incident that occurred about two months ago, in 
which a student experienced severe harassment 
from a construction worker, as a reason for 
stringent attention to interaction between stu- 
dents and workers. 

"I think we need to have a campus that's 
pretty strict on outside people. . . . we're here 
for the students. . . . I'd rather take criticism for 
being too strict than not strict enough," Hope 


Happy eating (healthy, that is!)

We are constantly being reminded to eat 
healthy. We hear about it on television, at the 
doctor's office, sometimes from our friends, and 
always from our mothers. This mantra of eating 
healthy is now being chanted at Agnes Scott 
College. The week of Nov. 10 nutritionist 
Carol Kelly from Emory University came to 
talk with the campus community on choosing 
healthy meal options. 

Kelly offered a different and refreshing 
approach to thinking about how and what we 
eat. Those who spoke with Carol Kelly agreed 
that she offered valuable insight on how to 
maintain a good diet in college. Students were 
happy to hear that nutrition does not involve 
only having fruits, vegetables, and water but 
rather a mix of ail the different food groups. 

“College is an exciting and important 
part of a young woman's life but to enjoy this 
college experience fully, we need to be healthy 
and eat healthy,” said Kelly. “There is a lot of 
stress, both academically and socially that can 
cause a young college student to develop eating 
disorders.” 

“Nutrition is about getting a balanced 


diet interspersed with a balanced exercise rou- 
tine. Though there are many things going on at 
a time, maintaining a balanced diet is still pos- 
sible.” 

She commented that she had spoken to 
a few women who felt that there was never 
enough time to eat, let alone eat healthy. 

Kelly stressed that nutrition is not an 
unattainable goal for which we have to strive. 
Good nutrition entails regular exercise, but this 
need not be strenuous or muscle-searing. It can 
be a few laps around the tracks or a walk 
around campus. It can even be taking the stairs 
instead of the elevator. Nutrition also entails 
including water in our daily routine. 

“Water cleanses the system and is an 
excellent way of keeping the body cool,” she 


said. 

Williams expressed sympathy with the 
harassment policy but mentioned several prob- 
lems with its current form. She claimed stu- 
dents should have more information about the 
policy. "We should know what the policy is for 
our own protection and know who to report 
things to if something happens," she said. 

Williams also questioned how the policy 
would work if a student initiated a conversation 
with a construction worker. "What if I was sin- 
gle and wanted to date one of the construction 
workers? Is that out of the question? What if I 
start it? Would he lose his job? That's not 
good," she said. 

Other students support a policy that limits 
interaction between construction workers and 
students. "{Students] should be allowed to ini- 
tiate conversation if they want to, and the 
workers, they shouldn't have to worry about 
losing their jobs. . . . Because of the type of 
campus that this is, . . . it might be a safe or 
logical policy to not encourage construction 
workers to initiate conversation with students. 
It makes logical sense to avoid misunderstand- 
ings," said Rachel McConoughey '05. 

This policy may be a source of lively 
debate at the College in the weeks to come. 


said. 

Kelly also stressed that to maintain 
good eating habits, it is essential to eat some- 
thing from each food group. For example, 
instead of only having two pieces of pizza, one 
can add some vegetables and have a glass of 
regular water in addition to one's soda or juice. 
She also cleared up the misconception that 
good nutrition involves never having dessert. 
She explained that desserts need not be cut out 
of cur regular diet. Rather, we should try to 
have high-sugar desserts in moderation. 

Talking with Carol Kelly was an eye- 
opening experience. She has an extremely 
friendly and open personality, .making it easy 
to listen to her talk about everything from get- 
ting in nutrients to getting gastric bypass sur- 
gery. Kelly was also happy to answer all ques- 
tions and provided much-needed insight into 
eating healthy in college.

Anyone who surfs the Internet knows 
it is driven by advertisements. Everyone is try- 
ing to sell you something. To be able to serve 
their customers better, companies gather data 
on their customers: you. They want to collect 
information about you and your surfing habits, 
what sites you visit regularly and what prod- 
ucts you purchase.

Anti-virus tools do not protect your 
system from spyware. Sometimes you deliber- 
ately, but unknowingly, install these programs

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on your computer. You allow the spyware on 
your computer because you want the free soft- 
ware, but you did it unknowingly because you 
failed to read the license agreement. The 
agreement, which is usually long and densely 
worded, explains the software that is being 
installed. To most users, a phrase such as "may 
include software that will occasionally notify 
you of important news" is NOT equivalent to 
"will place a spyware on your system that you 
can't get rid of, which will collect information 
about you and send it to us, and allow us to 
bother you with targeted advertisements all 
day." Once the spyware has been "disclosed," 
the spyware company can argue that the user 
has "agreed" by continuing beyond the 
License Agreement. Some spyware compa- 
nies, though, never mention the programs. 

A spyware scanner, such as Ad-Avware, 
is needed to remove these programs. This pro- 
gram scans your system, finds the spyware, 
and removse it. Removing spyware may dis- 
able the free software. Sometimes the spyware 
remains even after uninstalling the program 
that you installed in the first place. 

Most people are very cautious of spy- 
ware because while legitimate companies will 
disclose the nature of data that is collected in 
their privacy statement, there is almost no way 
for the user to actually control what data is 
being sent. Spyware is usually installed on the 
system secretively, suggesting that spyware 
companies know how users feel about such 
software and figure the best way to ensure its 
widespread use is to prevent the user from dis- 
covering it. 

So protect yourself and get a program 
that will remove that troublesome spyware!

Death Cab for Cutie's (DCFC) newest 
release, Transatlanticism, secures their status 
as almost famous. As an indie-rock band 
based in - you guessed it - Seattle, 
Washington, they have fought the rainy city's 
musical stigmas for years now, luckily to 
much avail.

Benjamin Gibbard, also of The Postal 
Service, acts as a prolific song-writer, vocalist 
and guitarist, and seems to lead the quartet 
with a calm reliance. DCFC's innate creative 
melodies result from a combination of 
Gibbard's lyrical genius, Nicholas Harmer'’s 
bass additions, Michael Schorr's percussional 
talent, and Christopher Walla's guitar and 
expertise in production. Together, the band is 
a well-oiled musical machine producing four 
full-length releases, 

Many could liken DCFC's music to 
rock, emo, and at times even pop. When 
queried about the genre DCFC's music 
belongs in, Gibbard replied, "You don't get to 
say what kind of music you make; that's what 
fans and writers do." 

Opening the CD with a animated yet 
polished track, "The New Year," Gibbard spins 
a story of how not all beginnings are as magi- 
cal as one could hope. The track includes 
impressive guitar riffs and a smooth chorus 
that is very easy to get vocally involved in. 
One can easily relate to the honesty conveyed 
in the lines, "I have no resolutions for self - 
assigned penance, for problems with easy 
solutions." 

"Title and Registration," track 3 on 
Transatlanticism, contains an infectious beat 
and quirky lyrics. An odd sense of truth is 
revealed about the glove compartments of cars 
and a longing nostalgia is awash between 
every bar.

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Jackson performance sparks FCC

From the Madonna-Brittany-Aguilera 
hype to Halle Berry/Fred Durst video porn, no 
one knows what to expect next from MTV. 
Unfortunately the National Football League 
didn't know either as they agreed to let MTV 
put on the performance on CBS for this year's 
halftime. 

Featuring popular stars such as Nelly, 
Beyonce’, and Janet Jackson, this MTV per- 
formance (as all others) didn’t go quite as 
expected. The 140 million people that tuned in 
to see Justin Timberlake and Janet Jackson do a 
performance of "Rock Your Body" also got a 
live, unforeseen glimpse: the body of Ms. 
Jackson. As Justin sang the last lines "Bet I'll 
have you naked by the end of this song" he 
removed a part of Janet's corset revealing her 
right breast, which was decorated with a sun 
shaped nipple ring that surrounded her areola. 
Originally, Timberlake was just supposed to 
pull away the bustier to. reveal a red lace bra; 
clearly that wasn't enough. The removal of the 
costume, by Timberlake, was evidently a last 
minute arrangement put together by Jackson 
and was organized after the final rehearsal. 

The Federal Communications chairman 
(FCC), Michael Powell said that MTV, CBS 
and its affiliates (all other stations who aired 
the show) could be fined $27,000 a piece. The 


FCC has already begun its investigation to see 
if the act was indeed rehearsed. 

MTV and CBS, both owned by 
Viacom, apologized to the NFL for the shock- 
ing, eye-opening scene. MTV officials who 
viewed the performance prior to the actual 
show insist they had no idea that such a thing 
was to take place. "We would like to apologize 
to anyone who was offended" said CBS. 

There are some officials and viewers 
who think that this incident was not an accident 
but a publicity stunt. Some hold opinions that 
Ms. Jackson did this as a way to gain attention 
from the media. Jackson did confirm MTV's 
claim regarding the lack of knowledge about 
what happened. "MTV was completely 
unaware of it. It was not my intention that it go 
as far as it did. I apologize to anyone offended- 
- including the audience, MTV, CBS and the 
NFL," Jackson said. 

Whatever the reasons behind this inci- 
dent may be, one thing is certain: MTV will 
not be putting on any more performance for the 
Superbowl's halftime. "They were totally 
inconsistent with assurances our office was 
given about the show," said a NFL spokesper- 
son. The NFL maintained that this would be 
MTV's first and last time. As a result, (while 
Timberlake still gave a show) Ms. Jackson was 
not able to perform at the Grammys.

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Plus or minus 
GPA- ASC decides 
it's a plus

GPA- three little letters that seem to 
have an awesome power in affecting the 
futures of every college student on the planet. 
The idea of how exactly one comes up with 
that magic number, however, is rarely thought 
about. The actual process of punching in the 
numbers is either much too tedious or much 
too depressing for the general public at any 
institution. However, Scottie girls need to pay 
attention in the coming months to some 
changes in how exactly those with the patience 
and commitment to punch all of those num- 
bers for us are doing so. 

The Committee of Academic 
Standards and Admissions was approached by 
the faculty last fall to consider adding in plus 
and minus values to GPA calculations. 
Translation- the B+ you got last semester will 
be worth 3.33 points instead of the flat 3.0, 
however, that B- will be worth 2.67. The fac- 
ulty voted last semester on the issue and 
approved the changes to go into effect Fall 
2004; however, the changes will not be 
retroactive. 

Before panicking about keeping schol- 
arships and what the whole point of this is 
anyways here are the facts: 

- Calculating plus and minus values 
adds more equity to the grading system- if a 
B+ is earned credit is given for a B+ rather 
than a B 

- GPAs are recalculated by almost all 
graduate schools and many employers to 
account for +/-. This means the GPA you sub- 
mit to a graduate school may not be the same 
one that they actually see. 

- ASC currently has to attach a note 
with transcripts explaining why +/- are award- 
ed but not calculated in GPA. This detracts 
from ASC's credibility. 

- A study looking at how students were 
affected by this change for scholarships 
showed that overall students were helped, not 
hurt by the change. 

- The highest minimum GPA to keep a 
scholarship at ASC is 3.5 so an A- would not 
hurt a student but a B+ would actually help, 
and most scholarships only require a 3.2. 
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Georgia's constitutional amendment violates gay rights

The Georgia Senate is currently consider- 
ing an amendment to the state constitution ban- 
ning gay marriage. This amendment gives the 
state of Georgia powers it should not have and 
denies important rights to homosexuals. 

First, the proposed amendment allows 
Georgia to make decisions that should be 
reserved for individuals or their religious insti- 
tutions. It reads, "Marriages between persons 
of the same sex are prohibited in this state." At 
least, this means that Georgia will not recog- 
nize any marriage between homosexuals, even 
if the church to which they belong marries 
them willingly. The use of the term "prohibit- 
ed," however, implies that some penalty may 
befall those ministers or churches that marry 
gays. If the latter interpretation reflects the leg- 
islature's views, then the amendment infringes 
upon the freedom of religion protected in the 
First Amendment of the Constitution, 

Even if the former interpretation is the right 
one, the amendment gives the state of Georgia 
the right to choose which romantic partnerships 
may be classified as "marriages." If a religious 
group decides to define marriage as a union 
between any two individuals, the state should 
recognize that definition. Similarly, if two non- 
religious homosexuals wish to have their union 
recognized by the government, Georgia should 
recognize their definition of marriage as well. 
Any laws regarding marriage should deal only 


with the benefits of marriage in Georgia. States 
should have the right to honor marriage, but 
they should not have the right to define it. 

The amendment gives the state too much 
power in another way as well. It states that 
Georgia will not recognize any marriages or 
civil unions granted to homosexuals by other 
states. The Full Faith and Credit Clause of the 
Constitution states that legal arrangements 
made by one state must be recognized by all 
other states. The coufts, however, have not yet 
decided whether this clause applies to gay mar- 
riage. Thus, the state of Georgia will recognize 
the driver's license of a gay person from 
Massachusetts, but not that person's marriage 
license from that state. Automobile accidents 
cause far more deaths annually than do homo- 
sexual marriages. Why are gay marriages more 
tightly regulated than drivers? 

In addition, the reasoning behind this 
amendment contradicts the idea of equal treat- 
ment under the law that constitutions are sup- 
posed to uphold. As the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution illustrates, 
Americans believe that laws should apply 
equally to all citizens. An amendment banning 
gay marriage or civil unions does not seek to 
protect anyone from gays. Instead, it comes 
from the conservative Christian belief that 
homosexuality is morally wrong. Religious 
conservatives should, and do, have the right to 
believe that homosexuality is wrong. They 
should, and do, have the right to say that they 
believe that homosexuality is wrong. When, 


however, these people turn their beliefs into 
law by outlawing a practice that harms no one, 
they violate the same principle of individual 
freedom that allows them to speak their minds. 
All people should have the right to associate 
with whom they will, regardless of whether the 
majority in the state approves of their associa- 
tion. 

Furthermore, homosexuals should have 
access to the legal benefits of marriage. 
Heterosexual couples may adopt children, 
name each other as next of kin, and claim each 
other as dependents on health insurance poli- 
cies, among other rights. Homosexual couples 
may do none of these things, in part because 
they are not recognized as married couples. 
The attachment of various civil rights to mar- 
riage is yet another reason why marriage 
should be a possibility for all people. 

As a final point, marriage itself should be a ~ 
right to which all Americans are entitled, either 
through a religious institution or through the 
government. By outlawing gay marriage, the 
state of Georgia will tell gays, "Your love for. 
each other is not as valid as love between a 
man and a woman." Any heterosexual couple 
can enter a government office and obtain a 
license that allows them to make their commit- 
ment to each other official. In a country in 
which all citizens are believed to be created 
equal, no state should deny its gay citizens that 
same right.

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Congresswoman Harris '79 visits campus

U.S. Congresswoman for the 13th dis- 
trict in Florida Katherine Harris '79 looks noth- 
ing like the substitute-teacher-gone-bad por- 
trayed on television during the 2000 presiden- 
tial elections. Dressed in all black, with subtle 
makeup (no hot pink lipstick or electric blue 
eye shadow), and holding a coffee from the 
Black Cat Café, Harris looks like a successful, 
confident woman as she addressed a group of 
about 25 students at Agnes Scott College on 
Monday, Noy. 24, 2003. 

The gathered students for the rushed 
and secretive visit included members of Agnes 
Scott College Republicans, Social Council, 
Campus Crusade for Christ, Judicial Board, and 
the Inter-organizational Council. 

"I became a caricature in newspapers," 
Harris said of 2000 election. "I was a character 
on Saturday Night Live for six weeks in a row 
[portrayed as] having an affair with both Jeb 
and George (Bush). I found that interesting." 

While most Americans remember 
Harris for those weeks in November 2000, she 
has had a long, successful political career. 
During her four-year term as State Senator in 
Florida (1994-98), Harris passed over 100 bills, 
including wage increases for teachers and 
stiffer punishments for crimes against the elder- 
ly. She is a strong supporter of the arts, educa- 
tion, and libraries. From State Senate, Harris 
became the 23rd and last elected Secretary of 
State in Florida, serving with five other people 
on the Executive Cabinet. 

"Secretary of State had everything I 
was passionate about all rolled into one," Harris 
said of her decision to run for the position, 
which let her concentrate on libraries, historic

asked them not to - so a lot of people in the 
Panhandle didn't vote," Harris said. "The 

amazing thing is that Gore never led by one 
vote that whole night, [but] it was so close." 

Even though she was Secretary of State, 
Harris noted that the duties of the position were 
limited and flawed. "I had no authority over 
ballots, voting registries, etc. The 67 counties 
are in charge of that individually with the 
supervisors of elections." 

After the polls closed and Harris certi- 
fied that Bush won the election, some 
Floridians began to claim they were disenfran- 
chised, and Gore's camp and the Democratic 
Party called for a recount. 

"I was interested in Gore's political lia- 
bility, I was interested in his legal rights," 
Harris said. "I [had] no authority to call a state- 
wide recount; only the court can do that. They 
[the Supreme Court] told [Gore] that he ran out 
of time. I had no control over that decision." 

After some counties held re-counts, 
"They only found two people who were eligi- 
ble to vote that were from the hundreds of 
thousands who claimed to be disenfranchised." 

Harris' first bill passed in the U.S. 
Senate on the day of her visit. The bill allows 
minorities to receive $900-70,000 endowments 
as a down payment to buy their own home. 

This will "empower people to raise 
themselves out of poverty,” Harris said. 

Harris ended her visit with a piece of 
advice. 

"At the end of the day, all you have is 
your principles," she said. "Be an idealist and 
pragmatist - balance what is right based on 
your core beliefs.”

Celebrated speaker and poet, Kathleen 
Norris addressed a ‘full house in the Gaines 
auditorium on Wednesday, Feb. 4. Her visit to 
the campus is part of the James Ross McCain 
Learning Lecture, which annually brings 
famous speakers to the Agnes Scott College 
campus. Norris’ talk began at 8 p.m. and was 
attended by students, faculty and guests. 

Peggy Thompson, professor of English, 
gave the opening remarks of the talk and 
included a brief outline of Norris's achieve- 
ments, such as being the author of four New 
York Times bestsellers. Miss Norris read a cou- 
ple of poems to begin her talk, and then 
launched into the role that faith plays in our 
lives. She said faith is not a thing that we per- 
fect in a day, but rather something on which we 
constantly have to work.

Controversial cloning

A South Korean research team, led by 
Woo Suk Hwang of Seoul National University, 
announced in February that they succeeded in 
cloning embryos to-_produce embryonic stem 
cells. They announced that they had cloned 
more than 30 human embryos that grew to 
about 100 cells in size from 242 eggs that 16 
women had donated. These yielded 20 stem- 
cell clusters and only one stem-stem line. 
Team members estimate a 20% success rate in 
cloning embryos. 

This is not the first time that human 
embryos have been cloned. The first to do this 
was the Massachusetts biotech firm, Advanced 
Cell Technology in 2001. However, all of the 
embryos died quickly, which is why the 
Korean discovery is so important. First, their 
embryos did not die. Second, the scientists 
were able to extract embryonic stem cells from 
the blastocysts and make some of them into a 
self-perpetuating colony. This is important 
because embryonic stem cells are the unspe- 
cialized raw material that give rise to every cell 
type in the body. 

"Our approach opens the door for the use of 
these specially developed cells in transplanta- 
tion medicine," Hwang said. 

If scientists can learn to control the 
stem cells development, the stem cells created 
could potentially replace tissues to treat any 
disease involving cell damage, such as diabetes 


and Parkinson's. Doctors could create stem 
cells from the patients' own DNA. This is cru- 
cial because tissues grown from these cells 
would have a slim chance of rejection from the 
body. Today, transplants require that patients 
take immune system suppressing drugs. Stem- 
cells would create rejection-free replacements. 

This discovery has brought the largely 
debated topic of cloning to the forefront yet « 
again. Cloning has been emerging slowly over 
the past decade. One of the major break- 
throughs that everyone probably remembers 
was the birth of Dolly the sheep in 1996. 
References to Aldous Huxley's Brave New 
World never seem to far behind any debate on 
cloning. The opponents of cloning believe that 
it will only lead to the cloning of human 
babies. 

"| think the big question is: If you make 
this kind of thing in a dish, have you created a 
human life?" Arthur Kaplan, the medical ethi- 
cist and director of the University of 
Pennsylvania's Center for Bioethics, said. "Can 
you make something that people have strong 
moral views about in terms of destroying it, in 
order to benefit other people? And that's going 
to be the key debate." 

Last year, a ban on human cloning 
passed the U.S. House of Representatives but 
failed to get approval by the Senate due to 
questions of whether cloning for research pur- 
poses could be allowed.

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Church or state: Which will come first in France?

On February 10, the French National 
Assembly announced that it approved a bill 
which would ban all displays of conspicuous 
religious symbols in French public schools. The 
final vote of the Assembly, led by President 
Jacques Chirac's party, The Union for a Popular 
Movement, depicted national sentiment for this 
bill. It was passed with 494 votes in favor and 
only 36 opposed. 

The highly controversial bill is believed 
by most French to be the answer to numerous 
state problems. It is meant to uphold the tradi- 
tional French ideal of secularism, which has 
been interrupted by an influx of religiously 
active immigrants. The creators of the bill also 
hope that the bill will help the Muslim popula- 
tion assimilate into French society, resulting in 
a decrease in Islamic fundamentalism. The pro- 
posed law would outlaw all religious symbols, 
including Muslim headscarves, Christian cross- 
es and Jewish skullcaps, from being worn in 
public schools. French schoolchildren who 
ignore this law would face warnings, temporary 
suspensions and even expulsions. 

Although these measures seem ridicu- 
lous to most outsiders, the majority of the 
French see this bill as being an effective instru- 


ment of cross-cultural solidarity and peace. In 
fact, 70% of the French public is in favor of 
this bill. In France, it has always been expected 
that any immigrant permanently stationed in 
the country should be required to integrate into 
all aspects of French culture. Since one of the 
basic tenets of the culture is secularism, France 
expects these new citizens to keep their spiritu- 
al life private. The French have stated that 
national allegiance and adherence to the laws of 
the state is vital and should take precedence 
over religious duties. Even though this seems 
extreme, the French reason is to salvage egali- 
tarianism in their country. 

However, most opposed state that this 
bill, which they see as extremely discriminato- 
ry, takes away the fundamental right of free- 
dom of personal expression, which is upheld in 
any supposedly egalitarian society. They state 
that this bill would only be a detriment to 
France's ideal of social equality. Also, opposed 
predict a worsening of present relations 
between and toward separate religious groups, 
especially France's Muslim population, which 
is the largést in Western Europe. They see this 
denial of religious rights as a catalyst of more 
Islamic radicalism, instead of as a deterrent. 
The bill is seen by most as a direct hit toward 
the Muslim community, and even though only 
20% of Muslims in France are practicing, most 


likely, Muslims will take offense to this motive 
and will probably lash back. Already, the num- 
ber of Islamic headscarves being worn in class- 
rooms around the country is sky rocketing in a 
form of protest to the bill. Most opponents see 
this visual sign as a precursor of things to 
come. 

The French face an enormous conflict 
of interest at this point. Met with an enormous 
increase in immigration, they are forced to 
make a choice between guarding their secular 
roots by enforcing measures such as this, and 
adjusting their cultural values in order to 
accommodate the values of the millions of new 
citizens it now houses. 

However, with the path France has 
decided to take, religious citizens are aiso faced 
with a dramatic conflict of interest. Forced to 


- choose between the display of their personal 


convictions and their national allegiance, it is 
expected that these citizens will choose the for- 
mer, thereby creating a very messy and contro- 
versial issue to arise in the national arena. 
Overall, any measure taken would prove to be a 
loss for either the religious states or the national 
government.

The Senior Gift Campaign, a senior 
class fundraiser for the Annual Fund, sponsored 
the event, providing Cristalino champagne, 
music from Frank Sinatra, and cheese and fruit 
hors d'oeurves. With half of the senior class in 
attendance, Campaign Chairwoman Courtenay 
Miller declared the event a success. "At the 
Champagne toast, we received 19 gifts totaling 
$775. This puts us at 33 gifts totaling $2,014.91 
with 16% class participation,” Miller said. 

The goal for the 2004 Senior Gift 
Campaign is $2,500. However, the donation 
amount is not top priority. Participation is key 
to the campaign. The seniors are working for 
65% class involvement. 


Participation in the Annual Fund not 
only greatly increases the strength of the col- 
lege, but also highly influences foundations and 
corporations in deciding where to send their 
grant money. The Senior Gift Campaign 
encourages any size donation as long as stu- 
dents participate. 

"We want over 65% of the class to give, 
even if that gift is five dollars," Miller said. 

Assisting with daily expenses, the 
Annual Fund helps the College pay for items 
such as books, classroom and laboratory sup- 
plies, tutoring, and even electricity and light 
bulbs. The senior class raises money for the 
endowment every year. Recently, this fundrais- 
er has become competitive between the classes, 
each one trying to raise more money and gain 
more participation than the other. 

The competitive spirit is high this year. 
With the drive to defeat long-time rival the 
class of 2003, the seniors direct their ambitions 
towards setting an difficult goal for the class of 
2005. ; 

"We want to raise the standard for 
future classes very high,” said Miller during her 
welcoming announcement at the Champagne 
Toast. 

Last year, the class of 2003 gained 59% 


class participation, a new record, and raised 
more than $2,400 for the Agnes Scott Annual 
Fund 

The Champagne Toast, a first for the 
Senior Gift Campaign, provided the busy sen- 
iors time to chat with fellow classmates and 
erase thoughts of homework from their minds. 
Encouraged from the popularity of the occa- 
sion, campaign members are planning future 
events for the senior class. "The Senior Gift 
Campaign is looking to give the seniors more 
opportunities to gather with classmates and for- 
get their worries of seminar papers and grad 
school applications," Miller said. 

George Bullock supported the relaxing 
spirit by offering constant refills. The seniors 
relished the calm atmosphere and thanked the 
Senior Gift Campaign. "I really enjoyed the 
time with my friends and the experience of 
drinking champagne in the Student Center," 
said senior Holly Lemon-Steiner, "I appreciate 
the effort the Gift Campaign put into all this." 

Elizabeth Lambert, senior and commit- 
tee member for the Senior Gift Campaign, 
agreed. "I am very impressed with this event, 
and I hope we raise enough money and partici- 
pation to continue the oyer-achieving legacy of 
the Sirens."

"Memorize it" -for generations those 
two words have been the key to success for 
many high school students, especially those 
attending one of the venerable schools in 
Georgia. Thanks to the Quality Core 
Curriculum (QCC), otherwise known as 
Georgia's current attempt at a comprehensive 
curriculum, most high school students can skim 
through World History by merely memorizing 
a few lists of dates and people.

On Thursday, February 12th, the 
women of Agnes Scott College packed Gaines 
Chapel in anticipation to experience the 
“Guerilla Girls on Tour.”

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racism and sexism in theatre,-and even asked 
Agnes Scott's own Michelle Currica '06 to take 
part. A question and answer session followed 
their performance. 

For many women, including myself, the 
event was not what they had expected.

The High Museum of Art, located in downtown Atlanta, 
hosted a free night of entertainment and art for college students on 
Friday, January 23. Colleges and universities such as Georgia, 
Georgia Tech, Georgia State, and Agnes Scott attended without fee 
to enjoy the special exhibits. 

Verrocchio's “David Restored” and the “After Whistler” 
exhibits drew most of the crowd to the top level of the museum. 
The bronze statue of David, one of the fifteenth-century master- 
pieces commissioned by the Medici family in Florence, Italy had 
recently gone under a restoration during which the statue had been 
studied in context of conception, meaning, and history. The exhibit 
provided step by step details of the making of David and the ways 
in which it had influenced other famous artists such as Da Vinci and 
Botticelli.

Henry Ossawa Tanner's Portrait of the Artist's Mother, 
1897, takes it's layout exactly from McNeill's Arrangement in Grey 
and Black, more commonly known as "Whistler's Mother."

The solitary state of the Campbell sci- 
ence building is about to be changed forever. 
The building which opened in the 1960s, has 
stood desolate since the opening of the new 
science building in January, 2003. After a long 
period of service, reports say that Campbell is 
to be renovated into a new dormitory with 
finances provided by the Bullocks. 

Bullock Hall, as it will be called, will 
have state of the art facilities including a sauna, 
personalized rooms complete with bidets and 
an exterior garden sporting a life size sculpture 
of a blade of grass.

A black-tie dinner in Rebekah Woltz to 
commemorate Bullock Hall was chaired 


President Bullock and husband, George. 
Wiping away tears, President Bullock said her 
lifelong dream will be realized when Bullock - 
Hall is completed in the fall of 2006. Insiders 
at the dinner said each dinner guests received a 
five percent share of Coca Cola stock as part of 
the contents of their goodie bags. 

A massive campaign is underway for 
the 30-million-dollar Bullock Hall project. 
Already alums have shown their support in 
increased giving with average pledges exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars. The increased barrage 
of positive emails on Public Folders also 
proves a good indicator of students’ excitement 
of this new building project. The office of resi- 
dence life commented that they have experi- 
enced an increase in phone calls inquiring 
about room selection for Bullock Hall.

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Leave your peer institutions at home:

Sweat forms at my pores as I climb the stairs 
to third floor Main Hall. The old, non-air- condi- 
tioned dormitory stands proud at the front of campus, 
though it is in dire need of renovation. Like it's sis- 
ter dorm Rebekah, Main is one of the preferred 
dorms on campus, adored for its spacious rooms and 
elegant hallways. But today, the elevator in this 
"dorm like a palace" is broken... .again. 

It's been a tumultuous time for me and other 
Agnes Scott College students, thanks to the recent 
increases in tuition and room and board that have 
finally (!) matched us with our peer institutions. 

Unrest crept through the student body in late 
February after administrators revealed via e-mail that 
the fees at ASC would increase to over $30,000 for 
the 2004-2005 school year. This increase will raise 
tuition to $22,050, while room and board will esca- 
late to $8,200. The electronic public folders filled 
with statements of outrage at the administration's 
decision. 

The letter, which specifically stated, "This 
tuition increase for 2004-05 will likely place Agnes 
Scott's tuition closer to that of our peer institutions in 
the South," was met with cries that the reason many 
chose ASC in the first place was because its tuition 
was considerably cheaper than its "peer institutions." 

Tuition swelled by $2000, but it was the hike 
in room and board costs that irked so many. The 
$500 increase is not an outrageous one. But students 
are upset because the only apparent improvement in 
the housing plan for next year is a mysterious "laun- 
dry service" that will unnecessarily award each stu- 
dent money for laundry services on campus next 
year. This comment from the administration sparked 
reactions from students that were understandably 
frustrated. 

After deciding for myself that the adminis- 
tration's reasons weren't justified, I decided to do 
some research. Students don't know much about the 
budget because the information is not handed to us 
on a regular basis. Is tuition here common to schools 
like ours? And how does the room and board cost 
compare to our elusive "peer institutions?” 

I started at the source. The Finance depart- 
ment at ASC is a small office tucked in the back of 
first floor Buttrick. I walked in knowing this would 
be difficult-the school isn't going to just hand over a 
budget to a student after all. Who knows what I 
would do with it? 

"I am in search of the 2003-2004 budget," I 
told Janice Gibson, assistant to the Vice-President of 
Business and Finance. She put on her cheeriest smile 
and informed me that those documents are all in the 
library. After politely telling her that I've already 
checked there, and they are not in the library, she 
said, a little more hesitantly, "Can I get back to you 
on that?” Without much contest, I thanked her, and 
wondered what I'd gotten myself into. 

At the library, I find one document that is 
called the "Revised Operating Budget 2003-2004." 
This document compares the 2002-2003 budget with 
the proposed budget for the current year. After 
checking this document out (which cannot be copied 
or taken out of the library), I felt bombarded by its 
verbosity. It seems like the administrators wanted to 


create some kind of code that students would be 
unable to crack, should they question where their 
money is being spent. 

I sat for the allowed two hours and tried to 
figure it out, and it was on the second attempt that I 
noticed a few particularly interesting notes that can 
help explain why we are experiencing an increase in 
our fees, 

1. Enrollment for full-time students is down 
(slightly) from last year, resulting in 
a "slight decrease in Net Tuition Revenue." 

2. Our endowment has decreased since 
2002-2003 from $21,317,000 to $20,733,000. 

3. "An additional amount of $290,000 was 
allocated to the Office of Admission from year-end 
surplus funds to support REACH 1000 for the 2002- 
2003 and 2003-2004 fiscal years. This extra funding 
is being spent on advertising, new mailings, web 
enhancements, and consultant reviews. This addi- 
tional funding brings the annual amount spent on 
admission efforts in excess of $1,367,000." 

4. One of ASC's "auxiliary enterprises" (i.e. 
biggest moneymakers) is the room and board rev- 
enue from students each year. This totals-brace 
yourselves- $4,843,000 for the current year. 

These numbers are hard facts. It makes per- 
fect sense that the tuition will be raised to accommo- 
date the decreasing endowment and the decreasing 
enrollment. Less people = less money = higher 
tuition. It happens at nearly every school every year. 
For some schools, the increase is less than others. 
But with state schools like the University of Georgia, 
who experience an approximate 14% increase yearly 
thanks to the recent recession, ASC's 6% seems like 
a fairytale. 

While the numbers.add up perfectly, stu- 
dents are unhappy. Our frustration lies in the fact that 
we are forced to live on campus, in dorms, that, albeit 
are spacious and breathtaking at a moment's glance 
during your prospective tour, are also old, over- 
crowded, and falling apart. The dorm I live in is not 
air-conditioned, because the administration (who sit 
downstairs in the same building, cool from their air 
conditioned luxury offices) want to preserve the "his- 
torical integrity" of the building and not start repairs 
that would endanger said integrity. Amusingly, Main 
Hall has at least two other rooms within the dormito- 
ry that are air-conditioned: the RD's room and the 
computer lab. 

The room and board revenues were intrigu- 
ing to me. I had no idea that it was one of the 
school's largest "auxiliary enterprises." I wanted to 
find out if our room and board actually compare to 
other schools, or if our college is simply making 
more money off of us than other schools. 

This year, Agnes Scott ranked lowest of the 
Top 50 Best Liberal Arts Colleges in U.S. News and 
World Report-the college's first time playing with the 
big dogs. One school that is in the top 50 (and the 
lower half) is the University of the South in Sewanee, 
TN. Sewanee is ranked 33, and since it is the closest 
private institution in the South to ASC on the list, I 
checked out their stats. Last year, with a $200 mil- 
lion endowment, Sewanee charged students $23,930 
in tuition, but only $6,720 in room and board, over a 
thousand less than ASC's room and board costs for 
the current year-which sits at $7,760. 


Maybe it's just a fluke, I thought. So, I 
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This is personal 


checked another school. Wabash College in Indiana 
tied Agnes Scott at #50. Their tuition for the current 
school year is a comparable $20,829, while room and 
board rests at $6,717- again, more than one thousand 
less than Agnes Scott's room and board. 

So, why does tuition remain comparable but 
our room and board skyrocket above the competi- 
tion? The administration likes to tell us that it's 
because we live in "dorms like palaces." Though 
they are large, that's not everything. 

Heather Tovey, a sophomore from Prattville, 
AL (living in a first-year dorm, thanks to overcrowd- 
ing), says that her hall kitchen has been broken all 
year, and she's had to re-live the first-year experience 
by living in a first-year dorm. What will she do next 
year? "My roommate and J are already trying to get 
around the red tape and live off campus. We've 
already found places that will cost us a lot less than 
what room and board at Agnes will cost us." 

Another student, who wished to remain 
unidentified, reports having been hospitalized due to 
a serious mold problem in Inman Hall-the newest 
dorm on campus-early this year. She went to the 
health center first, and they told her she just had a 
cold. She fought it through the rest of the semester, 
until finally, on Christmas Day, she went to the emer- 
gency room where they told her she had a respirato- 
ry problem due to the mold in her room 

According to the student, her room wasn't 
even the worst. When her neighbor threatened to 
have her parents bring in a health inspector because 
Residence Life wouldn't let her move, she was out of 
her room in a week or two, and a first year now lives - 
in that room. She’s appalled that the administration 
would let someone else live in that room, when there 
is mold growing up the walls. 

Agnes Scott students need to let administra- 
tors know that their room situations have not 
improved. Though more money will be paid, 
improvements have yet to be seen. In my own dorm, 
I would like to have air conditioning during the hot 
months. And if we don't have enough money to do 
that, then I would rather hear that truth over the his- 
torical integrity bit from the Residence Life office. 

Enough students are angry. How many 
more sophomores are we going to have to stuff in 
first-year dorms before we allow students to live off- 
campus?

trustees were elected to serve on the board dur- 
ing the next term to replace those retiring. 

erving on the board meant reading through 

an inch and a half worth of material in prepara- 
tion for the meeting. Each member works on 
one of the nine committees addressing a range 
of topics from academic affairs to development 
to the Committee on Trustees. Though each 
committee had a host of issues to address, the 
whole board focused on an introspective review 
of its structure to preserve its productivity and 
become even more expeditious in the coming 


year. 

Well aware of the pressing concerns on the 
college because of the tightened budget, which 
was was gai. as $38.4 million for the 
2004-2005 year, the board spent a great deal of 
time looking at financial matters. The finance 
and investment committee looked at the alloca-

account the ane increases of expendi- 
tures, like a 15 percent increase in a 
insurance, 10 percent increase in taxes, 5 per- 
cent increase in utilities. 

Next year’s critical challenges are seen as 
reaching the enrollment projection, reaching 
the annual fund goal, reaching the net tuition 
revenue projection, and operating within the 
approved departmental budgets. Annual Fund 
is projected to be 6 percent of the budget, net 
tuition is 23 percent. Highest priorities for the 
2006 fiscal year are salary increases, replacin 
retiring faculty positions, and managing health- 
care costs. 

The market value of the endowment has gone 
down significantly during the past few years. In 
1998, the endowment had market value around 
$450 million. In March 2004, it is $310 mil- 
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lion. 

“Budget decisions are really recommenda- 
tions from the budget work group, whose 
membership consists of the president, vice 
presidents, two Faculty Executive Committee 
representatives, SGA treasurer, director of the 
president’s office, and the associate vice presi- 
dent for finance,” said Gailey, adding each col- 
lege division reviews its finances before “the 
budget is presented to the Finance and 
Investment Committee for review and approval 
then, a recommendation to the Board of 
Trustees for an approved budget.” 

Students may get involved with the budget by 
communicating their concerns to the SGA 
treasurer, who represents students on the budg- 
et committee, or to Gué Hudson, the Vice 
President for Student Life/Dean of Students.

Leadership comes easily for Michelle 
Currica ‘05. She has known since her first year 
that her destiny included a leadership position 
in the Honor Court: “I met Jameda Hughes ‘03 
and she gave a speech during the Honor Code 
signing. I knew right then that had to be me,” 
she says. After serving as a representative and 
treasurer, her wish is fulfilled, serving the 
Agnes Scott community as Honor Court presi- 
dent. “It’s something I invest time into,” she 
says, “something I’m passionate about. I’m 
not looking to be remembered forever as 
‘Michelle: Honor Court president’ or any- 
thing— that would be nice— but my goal is to 
have people gain a better understanding of the 
Court and its purpose.” 

Currica and the court have made great 
strides towards achieving that goal. This year, 
new amendments were made to the organiza- 
tion’s constitution. The document itself has 
also undergone construction, emerging with a 
new vibrancy and reader-friendliness. “We 
wanted to make it easier to read, so people can 
understand it and not be afraid of it,” com- 
ments Currica. 

The court also aims to make its guidelines 
more accessible, such as putting outlines of the 
rules on mousepads and holding classes to 
educate the campus on different aspects of the 
constitution. Currica believes students should 
continue to expand their knowledge of the 
Honor System; as it stands, students barely 
hear of the system after completing their FYI 
sessions. 

“That’s simply not enough. It’s good to 
have the sessions-during FYI, [but] how much 
[does the average student] remember about 
that one session during FYI?” she continues, 
“Students sign the Honor Code three times 
before we even know what it is. That needs to 
change.” 

The president’s goals also include clarifying 
how students perceive the court. She believes 
that the Honor System is not revered as it 
should be on campus because students misun- 
derstand the system, its rules, and the court. 

“People have this image of us as a dark 
organization, in dark robes wearing stocks and 
burning candles.” She laughs and continues, 
“but that’s not what we’re about at all.” 

Currica explains that the court is here for 
the students and to protect students’ integrity, 
not to sniff out criminals and spy-on their 
peers. Steps have been made to ensure that the 
investigation process is congenial towards all 
students, including both the accuser and the 
accused. “In the future there will be an advo- 
cate for the accused who presents information 
in favor of the accused...we don’t want anyone 
to feel like the entire court is against them.” 

A promising future lies ahead for the 
Honor Court. Currica is confident that positive 
changes are in the making, and the Agnes 
Scott community can look forward to an 
enhanced understanding and interaction with 
one of the campus’ staple organizations.

Race relations on 
“ae Agnes Scott’s campus 
*@ has been quite an issue 


with the White Women 
against Racism group, along with the 
Office of Multicultural Affairs posting 
its campaign, asking students two con- 
troversial questions. The first, “How 
have you experienced racism at Agnes 
Scott?” and the other, “What is your 
definition of white privilege?” Both of 
these questions have no doubt stirred a 
great deal of conversation between 
races on campus that have been sup- 
pressed throughout the year. 

I must first commend both, the White 
Women Against Racism group and the 
Office of Multicultural Affairs for final- 
ly making some kind of effort to open 
lines of communication among races on 
campus. 

However, in that same breath, I can- 
not express enough how frustrated I am 
in the way in which such lines have 
been opened and its effect on our com- 
munity. My reasons are two fold. First, 
the word racism carries with it a lot of 
misconceptions, and is therefore contin- 
uously misused in our society. This has 
had an influence on what has been said 
and discussed surrounding these topics. 
The second, that there was a failure to 
schedule any form of forum or panel 
discussion regarding the questions 
posed until two weeks after the signs 
were posted. This half-way facilitation 
and dialogue has presented itself as, 
more than anything, a sign of irrespon- 
sibility on WWAR, the Office of 
Multicultural Affairs and Agnes Scott 
as an institution of higher learning. 
Though a forum was eventually held, it 
was poorly publicized, and thus did not 
include a large portion of the campus 
body. 

I recall researching Agnes Scott while 
applying to college last year and came 
across a quote in a college guide book 


--@l in these past few weeks, 
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that read, among other drawbacks, 
“there is a great deal of bigotry and 
racism” at Agnes Scott. I was surprised 
to see such a comment, especially con- 
sidering the warm welcome I received 
upon my arrival at Select Scott, as well 
as the Office of Admissions’ overdone 
presentation given to the public, priding 
itself on our school’s diversity. Ranking 
11th in the country in the field of diver- 
sity and having 22 percent of your stu- 
dents be of African-American descent is 
only half the battle. As my first year set 
in, the reality of the race relations, or 
lack there of, became ever more appar- 
ent. So, the rumors were true! It is 
important that Agnes Scott make sure 
their new Scotties create a healthy tran- 
sition, opposed to simply placing stu- 
dents of color on a predominately white 
campus and asking them to adjust them- 
selves. This is furthermore important, 
judging by Agnes Scott’s history and 
the history of the South in general, as 
being less than tolerant of racial diversi- 


Merely posting a message board and 
asking people to comment is not an 
effective way to tackle race issues. 
Though interesting points can develop, 
they are not addressed head on and 
therefore create greater tensions 
amongst an already divided community. 
I’ve had to ask the question, is this per- 
haps Agnes Scott’s answer to placating 
everyone? Presenting a controversial 
issue, yet making sure that no one feels 
uncomfortable in a formal campus wide 
discussion. The discussion on April 29 
was appreciated but its arrival was well 
over due and its lack of publicity, espe- 
cially at such a busy time of year for 
Agnes Scott students, made it an all but 
wasted effort with a mere 15 students in 
attendance. 

Overall, I remain steadfast in the 
importance of discussing race relations 
at Agnes Scott, and continue to encour- 
age WWAR and the Office of 
Multicultural Affairs in their fight for 
social change at Agnes Scott. But hope 
that it can be facilitated more effectually 
in the future.

Budget misconceptions 


Dear Editor: 


After talking with Katie Vesser about her 
guest article concerning increases in tuition 
room and board in the last issue, she and I 
decided that it would be good to write a let- 
ter to give some additional information and 
clear up some misunderstandings. I hope 
that this answers some questions and am 
happy to have additional conversations 
about these important and complex issues. 

@ ‘The decision to raise fees at the 
College is never made lightly and only after 
consideration of all other alternatives. 
President Mary Brown Bullock, the officers, 
staff and faculty have worked long hours 
and throughout the year to balance the 
needs and requests of the College communi- 
ty with economic realities. Faculty members 
will receive no salary increase next year, 
and for staff members, this will be the sec- 
ond year of no salary increases. 
Departmental budgets have been reduced. 
Without this sharing of the budgetary bur- 
den, fees to students would have been 
affected more. Tuition, room and board pro- 
vide a smaller percentage of the College’s 
income than they do at similar institutions, 
and Agnes Scott remains one of the most 
economical colleges in its peer group. 

® Tuition, room and board and fees will 
go to $30,410 for next year. However, the 
actual cost to educate a student at Agnes 
Scott is $32,608. Thus, each and every stu- 
dent automatically receives a subsidy of 
$2,198 when admitted to the College. Our 
discount rate to students is among the high- 
est in the-nation. 

@ Thanks to the gifts of alumnae and 
friends of the College, many students 
receive generous financial aid to defray the 
fees charged to students. Compared to other 
institutions, current ASC applicants will pay 
on average nearly $7,400 less than appli- 
cants at peer institutions (including 
Sewanee). Also, as the article did point out, 
the percentage by which fees increased at 
many other schools is larger than Agnes 
Scott’s. 

@ Main and Rebekah residence halls are 
not air-conditioned except for administrative 
space. However, this is not due to “historical 
integrity.” It is because the existing wiring 
in Main and Rebekah will not support the 
increased.electrical load to provide air-con- 
ditioning for the entire building. In 1989, 
the College replaced the wiring in Inman, 
but funds were insufficient to do Rebekah 
and Main, so this upgrade had to be 
deferred. In addition to Inman, many 
options exist for air-conditioned housing— 
Hopkins, Walters, Winship, the theme hous- 
es and Avery Glen Apartments. Air-condi- 
tioning of all the residence halls is on the

list of capital improvements planned for the 
College. 

@ The ovens in residence halls were dis- 
connected because the fire marshal cited 
them as a hazard. Next year, new 
microwaves will be installed ‘in these 
kitchens, The College is also requesting 
funds from the Board of Trustees to make 
improvements in the roofs of some of the 
residence halls during the summer. 

@ While there is only one document 
that contains the budget and is located in the 
library, we have changed the format in the 
last several years to make it more straight- 
forward and clearer. Institutional budgets 
are often complex documents. I will begin 
to work with student leaders to plan meet- 
ings with students and Vice President Bill 
Gailey and Karen Roy to explain the budget 
and budget process. 

@ Agnes Scott is located in a warm, 
moist climate. Therefore, mold is not an 
uncommon occurrence. When the mold in 
Inman was first detected by our facilities 
staff, it was referred to the appropriate 
office. The College then hired an outside 
engineering firm, MacTech Engineering, to 
conduct air-quality studies to make sure air 
quality was within an “acceptable” limit and 
it was. Some students wanted to move and 
this was accommodated immediately. I 
know of no student who was hospitalized 
because of the mold in Inman. 

Agnes Scott is a community with many of 
the attributes of a family. When family 
budgets get tight, all members pull together 
to see how they can help. Students help by 
recruiting other students for admission to 
the College. Students help by volunteering 
to call alumnae and friends to ask for gifts 
and by thanking these donors. Now, our 
senior class is actively soliciting for its class 
gift to the College, even though they will 
not be here to enjoy the benefits themselves. 
It is this tradition of unselfishness, which 
has allowed Agnes Scott to continue for 
more than 100 years. Everyone helps by 
using resources wisely and supporting and 
identifying efforts that bring additional 
monies to the College. 

The administration, faculty and alumnae 
understand the concerns of students and 
regret the financial factors that necessitated 
the raising of fees. With everyone sharing a 
portion of the burden and working together, 
we will continue to make the College even 
stronger. 

I wish everyone a great summer, and I 
look forward to seeing you in the fall!

Grad-school, the Peace-Corps, 
or the real world, better known as working 9-5. 
These are some options that every member of 
ASC's class of 2004 will have to decide upon. 
However, with the current instability of the job 
market for many of us, employment and the 
middle-class ideal may be hard to achieve. 

So, you are newly graduated and the 
forecast for gainful employment looks grim, 
what are you going to do? Well, do not just sit 
on your parents’ couch and daze blissfully at 
the boob-tube. Studies show that if a person 
remains unemployed for more than 13 months, 
the likelihood that that person will ever attain 
gainful employment is significantly reduced. 

If you are unable to find a stable-paying 
job right away, there are many alternatives to 
sitting at home that will not only get you out of 
the house, but will also broaden your horizons 
personally and potentially get you employed. 

Great places to begin your search for 
work are temporary-placement agencies. 
Placement agencies are widely used employ- 
ment pools that major industries use to subsi- 
dize their work force. Most agencies specialize 
in at least one area, therefore it is in your best

interest to find out this information up-front, 
since you do not want to spin your wheels 
doing work that does not interest you. 

In an article written for the April issue 
of Working Mother, Jennifer Gill presents the 
advantages to be gained from registration with 
a temporary agency. One of the most important 
is that you have the opportunity to learn about 
possible job openings from the-inside, which 
means that your temporary assignment could 
potentially lead to full-time work. You also 
have the opportunity to experience a company's 
internal environment with no strings attached; 
however, she warns that while it is a good way 
to gain experience and explore career options, 
you still need to place special emphasis on your 
search for full-time employment. "[When] pos- 
sible," Gill says, "...try to temp only three of 
four days a week so you still have time for job 
interviews." 

In addition to working with temporary 
agencies, consider doing some volunteer work. 
Job opportunities can exist anywhere, and you 
just need to put yourself in situations where 
they might be found. It is important to remem- 
ber that wherever you are, and whatever you 
are doing, you should always present your best- 
self, even when doing volunteer work, because 
you never know who you will meet. A chance 
encounter with the wife of a CEO at Josea 
Feed's the Hungry could open doors of oppor-

Speaking from the center of our hearts

So what is articulation? How does discourse 
play a role in our society? Crystal Pough may 
have found an answer in a NACC workshop 
titled, “Civil Discourse at the Center.” In the 
workshop, Linda Hobgood, professor of the 
Department of Rhetoric and Communication 
Studies at Richmond University, discussed the 
importance of rhetoric. Dr. Hobgood revealed 
how rhetoric (the art or study of using language 
effectively and persuasively) was the main tech- 
nique of philosophers such as Aristotle, who 
knew that no philosophy could be effectively 
communicated without the art of rhetoric. 
Hobgood continues by saying many students’ 
rhetoric is very weak—and they should master 
the basics, so they can speak on any topic. 

Hobgood challenged us by saying that “‘histo- 
ry is the origin of all things,” but she added, 
“Without rhetoric; history loses its significance 
because there is no teaching or learning without 
good rhetoric. Speaking involves more than job 
interviews, beauty pageants and presentations. 
It is the container—the vehicle that holds the 
content of your ideas together. So which is 
more important. ..the container or the con- 
tained?” 

The Speaking Center, tutors Plough, Susan 
Holliday; Celeste Fredericks, and Tara Bech, 
along with coordinator Veronica Henson- 
Phillips attended the National Association of 
Communication Centers Conference, which 
was held from April 16 — 17 at the Mary 
Washington College in Fredericksburg, Va. 


The group’s presentation was “Speaking from 
the Center” which provided information on how 
we reach out to the campus community. 
Henson-Phillips discussed the history of 
theAgnes Scott Speaking Center, while the 
tutors focused on four main areas: individual- 
ism, professionalism,

Celeste Fredericks,

Tara Bech discussed the many programs 
that focus on diversity including the Great 
Speeches by Great Americans, which is held 
during Black History Month and features dra- 
matic readings of great Americans such as 
Martin Luther King Jr., Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Jimmy Carter. Lastly, Pough discussed the 
Speaking Center’s future endeavors including 
the opportunity to be a co-host with career plan- 
ning etiquette dinners and mock interviews.

Keep 
the dialogue going, master the basics, and you’ ll 
soon become an excellent public speaker.” 


The Profile 
Common Misconceptions 
About Scholarly Research

When you hear the word 
# “research” is the first thing 
| that comes to your mind 

_ XK “Google?” Hopefully not, if 
it’s in reference to any type of scholarly work. 
If you have any kind of research paper or proj- 
ect due, the first place you should look is 
GALILEO, the library’s subscription based 
collection of databases. 

The free Web is good for many things, ie up- 
to-the-minute news or business information. 
You can find out how many people from the 
rural South like their bread butter side up or 
butter side down. You can find out what the 
word exegesis means and how to use it in a 
sentence. You can find out the best time of 
year to plant those magic seeds you traded for 
your cow or where to take your date for dinner 
the next time you are in New York City. You 
can even find your long-lost best friend whom 
you haven’t seen since middle school. But 
you can’t find out the nature of religion in the 
Victorian novel. 

For that kind of research, you must turn to 
your friends, the librarians and their ever-use- 
ful tool GALILEO. Most scholarly communi- 
cation takes place in traditionally published 
books, magazines and journal articles. These 
mediums can be easily accessed using 
GALILEO. Despite what you may think, 
GALILEO is not part of the free Web nor is it 
accessible using your standard search engine. 
Although it is accessed via the Web, it is a 
paid-for service. The library spends a signifi- 
cant amount of its budget subscribing to the 
nearly 200 databases so that you, the Agnes 
Scott scholar, have the right to use to them. 
(Don’t forget that you need a password for off- 
campus access, available from any librarian.) 
Through these databases you can get full-text 
periodical articles and other information, and 
some reaching back to the 17th century. 

While other articles you need may not be in 
full-text through GALILEO, you can use the 
library’s Journal Locator to find out where you 
can get the full text. The McCain Library sub- 
scribes to more than 1,400 journals and pro- 
vides access through other databases to thou- 
sands more. Chances are good that you can 
find what you need right in our little old 
library. They also have bound back-issues of 
journals that were formerly subscribed to and 
drawers and drawers of microfilm. If you 
have exhausted all possibilities using 
GALILEO, you can always turn to the old 
standby: the library book. 

It can be a challenge to find the exact data- 
base you need for the type of work you are 
doing, so don’t forget to use the reference 
librarians. They are there to help you and are 
more than willing to do so. They have exten- 
sive schooling and training in research and 
have all been in your shoes at some point in 
their scholarly careers.

Dispelling the misconceptions of Abuse

Abuse is a many-faced monster that is liable 
to steal into any home, whether rich or poor, 
and is instigated by both men and women 
alike. Many people may be under the false 
impression that physical abuse is the only legit- 
imate or serious kind of mistreatment. Most 
pon do not realize that abuse may be ver- 

al, emotional, financial, or sexual in nature. 
The general public may also not be aware that 
while men are found to be the instigator of 
approximately 95 percent of reported cases, 
they too are susceptible to victimization 
through abuse. As women who have chosen to 
cultivate our minds through education at Agnes 
Scott—which encourages the development of 
leadership and strength among women—it is 
imperative that the misunderstanding of the 
nature of abuse be dispelled, in hopes that this 
ugly issue may be stopped all together. Below 
is a listing of important, though often over- 
looked, indications when abuse may be found 
within a relationship: 


1. Isolation: the victimized partner is kept 
away from family and friends—who may oth- 
erwise offer support and love; she is forbidden 
access to various forms of media such as tele- 
vision, newspaper, or internet (this prevents her 
from educating herself about the topic of 
abuse); the abuser constantly keeps track of 
where his partner is, perhaps even resorting to 
stalking her.. 

2. Slanderous Abuse: the victimized partner 
is constantly the target of name-calling, includ- 
ing sexually derogative names; by hearin 
these put-downs day in and day out, the victim 


begins to believe she is unworthy and gradually 
looses self-esteem; this type of abuse may also 
include groundless accusations of the victim’s 
infidelity by their abuser (the abuser, incited by 
jealousy and fear of abandonment, uses this 
tactic to protect the relationship and keep his 
partner submissive). 


3. Financial Abuse: the victimized partner is 
kept poor; she becomes dependent on her abus- 
er for money; if the victim works, she must 
hand over her paychecks to her spouse; the 
abuser may keep their home, car, and bank 
accounts in his name—hiding how much 
money is really available in their household; 
the victim may have to resort to begging her 
spouse for money, even for household expens- 
es.. 


4. Sexual Abuse: the victimized partner is 
treated like a sex object instead of an individ- 
ual; he may force her to perform sexual acts 
that she finds repulsive; rape is rape, even if it 
occurs between spouses in a marriage or part- 
ners in an established relationship. 

All of these forms of abuse employ psycho- 
logical methods to inflict injury on the victim. 
The abuser manipulates the victim into think- 
ing that she has the problem—that she is 
responsible for the abuse. If you enter an abu- 
siverelation or continue to stay in one, be pre- 
pared to forfeit your sense of self-worth and 
emotional freedom.. 

Provided are a few key signs that may help 
you recognize if you are an abused woman: 

_-Premature aging, headaches, hyperventila- 
tion, insomnia, injuries/bruises, appetite distur- 
bance (loss of appetite or overeating),
